Apart from its 
technical value, the report is admir- 
able by reason of its simplicity, 
directness, and terseness ; it gives at 
once the impression that the author 


£28 | really knows his subject, is interested 


in it, and that his recommendations 
are thoroughly practical. We have 
said that the adoption of his sng 
tions will make Weihaiwei a ise, 
but this is by no means Mr. Dunn's 
object. “It has been assumed,” he 
says, “that the ultimate object of 
any present action in this department 
is to encourage seaborne trade, and 
that the expenditure upon it is only 
justified in so far as it furthers that 
end.” Mr, Dunn is sternly utili- 
tarian ; the esthetic side is, he wou'd 
have us understand, absent from his 
thongh's; but omne tulit punetum 
qui miscuit utile dulzi.” 
‘Mr. Dunn begins by speaking well 
mers, and of the 
terrestrial conditions.

ling inbabitants the next essential 
for export trade is a good harbour, 
and it is unnecessary to point out 
that every improvement inthisrespect 
will render Weibaiwei better able to 
compete with other ports in North 
China, A harbour in the convenient 
position of this port,in which steamers 
could handle their cargoes in all 
weathers, should attract some of the 
shipping from the exposed anchorage 
of ‘Chefoo. ‘There Bo probably oe 
danger of the social discouragement 
of merchants or, for that matter, any 
other well-behaved persons wishing 
to settle in a British community, bub 
the effect of such a course in a 
neighbouring settlement may be 
borne in mind with advantage.” 
Which is the settlement where the 
presence of British merchants and 
other well-behaved persons is dis- 
couraged? Mr. Dunn arranges his 
recominendation under seven 
heads: (1) the production of silk ; 
(2) fruit; (8) the grape; (4) the 
organisation for export of the more 
extensive field crops ; (5) forestry and 
afforestation ; (6): shade trees; and 
(7) the white wax industry. a 

(1) Silk.—There is already a large .- 
area at Weihaiwei on which the 
scrub oak, the food of the wild silk- 
worm, grows, and the tree will 
flourish anywhere on the lower 
slopes, irrespective of aspect, on land 
which’ is of little use for other agri- 
cultural operations, and thereforé 
cheap, ‘The shoots, too, are cut down 
to the ground after two years’ growth 
and can be used for fuel. A produc- 
tion of 12 millions of cocoons a year 
would justify the erection of a fila- 
tute, and the yitid of cocoons ab 
Weihaiwei could be raised to 4,000 
millions of cocoonsa year, The thorn 
also grows readily and produces a 
more valuable variety of silk, while 
the mulberry should be planted on 
banks in the arable land. 

(2) Fruit—There is a great de- 
mand for European fruits, which 
have been grown most successfully 
at Chefoo, where, however, the 
Chinese have of late allowed the trees 
to degenerate. There is a splen- 
did opening for this industry at 
‘Weihaiwei, and Mr, Dunn gives some 
details of ‘the stops that should’ be 
taken to establish it, a very moderate 
outlay of money being necessary. 

(3) 











There are numerous 
suitable sites for vineyardsjat,Wei- 
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haiwei. It is not recommended that 
the Government should spend money 
in establishing’ the wine industry, 
but every encouragement should be 
offered to private enterprise in this 
direction; and it would be well to 
invite Baron von Babo from Chefoo 
to inspect and report on the pos- 
sibilities. 

(4) Field Ovops—The exporta- 
sia ee groaud mats and beans and 
beancaly’ should be freely encourag- 
ed. “ The ognnection of some of the 
chief agricultural tracts with the sea 
by means of light tramways would 
almpst certainly result in a consider- 
‘able export trade, Other crops grown 
in the district are available, but these 
two products especially deserve im- 
mediate attention gn account of the 
large amount of shipping that would 
be necessary to hendle them. The 
planting of “trees for shelter on the) 
boundary banks of fields would be 
advantageous, especially in districts 
exposed $0 the north and west,” 

(5) Forestry.—It is too soon to 
spend a large amount of money on 
this, but the ground and the people 
should be prepared for it, Chinese 
in want of money are apt to cut down 
their immature trees. ‘The Govemn- 
ment might advance money to pre- 
vent this, recouping itself when the 

oper time to.fell the timber arrives, 
The the existing timber should be 
secured, until the time arsives for 
the undertaking of a large affores- 
tation scheme. Mr. Dunn enu-

(6) Shade trees—here are quick- 
growing shade trees in the locality, 
and otber good ones, which Mr, Dunn 
mensions, could be readily obtained 
from Japav. Some hints for their 
cultivation are given. 

(7) White wae—The ash npon 
which the insect deposits its wax is 
common around Weihaiwes, but the 
inseet itself breeds upon a species of 

rivet which has not been found in 
Bhantung, This tree must be intro- 
duced, or the insects must be im- 
ported from a district where it grows ; 
“if a regular outturp were seeured 
and exported, the industry might be 
carried on profitably by the farmers in 
‘their spare time.”

‘The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
refuses to suspend the Sinking Fund. 
He proposes to realise £1,000,000° 
worth of unclaimed stock ; to add one 
penny to the income tax; twopence 
to the duty on tea; to put an 
additional sixpence on cigars anda 
shilling on cigaretres ; and to impose 
a new rate of three shillings and 
threepence upon tobacco stripped 
before importation. He raises the 
moisture limit on tobacco to 32, and 
introduces small drawbacks which he 
hopes will increase the British 
export of tobacco.

Our Tokio correspondent sends us 
some more particulars of the attack 
on Port Arthur and Admiral Ma- 
karoff’s squadron on Wednesday and 
Thursday last, and we have also 
the official report from Admiral 
"Togo. It is known now that when 
the Japanese destroyers last week 
visited Port Arthur, ostensibly to 
ascertain what success had attend- 
ed the latest attempt to block 
the entrance, they towed with 
them a string of large submarine 
contact mines which they succeeded 
in anchoring across the channel. It 


was one of these which was struck by] 


the Petropavlovsk with such disas- 
trous results. The Jaj.anese at the 
same time sank a Russian destroyer, 
but they do not seem to have known 
the extent of the injury done to 
the Pobieda, nor has mention been 
made officially at Tokio of serious 
damage {o any other of the Russian 
men-of-war. It will be seen that the 
Nisshin and Kasuga, the two new 
cruisers from Genoa, received their 
baptism of fire in this engagement, 
and the working of their guns is 
reported as satisfactory. 

t seems that we shall still have 
some time to wait for news of a 
serious engagement on land. There 
is a general belief that the Russians 
will. retire from the Yalu without 
fighting. They are vastly out- 
numbered by the Japanese, who are 
in every way better prepared for 
fighting than their enemy. We 
learn that in two months, notwith- 
standing all the stories of the thou- 
sands of men that were being “pour- 
ed” into Manchuria by the Siberian 
railway, the actual net reinforee- 
ments received only amount to forty 
thousand men, after deducting the 
tremendous waste that has been go- 
ing on before any fighting of con- 
sequence bas taken place. The loss 
of the command of the sea has made 
it impossible for Russia to put into 
Manchuria and keep supplied with 
food and ammunition a force suftici- 
ently large to meet the Japanese 
armies with any hope of success, nor 
is there any reason to expect that: 
the mixed force of old and new ships 
which it is proposed to send from the| 
Baltic this summer will be able,to 
regain that command. These con- 
siderations, coupled with the un- 
popularity-—apart from the demons- 
frations organised by the police—of 
the present war in Russia, and the 
Czar’s well-known devotion to peace, 
justify the opinion now held in 
enlightened circles, in Japan that the 
war will be shorter than was original- 
ly expected. Itvis morally: certain 
now that no Power will coiie’ to 





Russia's assistance, and it will-tiot be 
surprising if she is soon ready to 
listen to suggestions of arbitration. 
Under any circumstances, she must 
be prepared to restore Manchuria to 
China ; a speedy agreement with her 
adversary will save her still farther 
losses. 

Reuter tells-us that it is reported 
from Washington that the Russian 
Government fras given notice that 
newspaper correspondents using wire- 
less telegraphy will be treated as 
spies and shot. The decision, whe- 
ther it is intended to be carried out to 
the letter or not, is not so unreason 
ablo as it appears at first sight. By 
common consent, combatants in war 
are grantei the right to control, in 
their own interest, the news sent by 
correspondents within the field. of 
operations. -‘The adoption of wireless 
telegraphy has put a serious difficulty 
in the way of this control, and it 
would seem that. the only recourse 
left to the combatants is to check, by

A PAID CHIEF FOR 
THE FIRE BRIGADE. 


18th April. 
AL who have been in any way 
connected with the Fire Brigade will 
be sorry to hear that Mr. Kah'er has 
resigned. He has been in the 
Brigade for so many yours and has 
been such an enthusiastic fireman 
that he will be sorely missed. His 
resignation once more opens the 
question as to whether the time has 
not now come when in the interests 
of both the community and the fire- 
men the command of the brignde 
should be placed in the hands of a res- 
onsible paid servant of the Council. 
‘eeling is somewhat divided upon 
this point, but in our opinion, taking 
into consideration the growing size 
of Shanghai, and the erection of 
numerous -high buildings in the 
Settlements, a paid Chief: is daily 
becoming more essential if the Fire 
Brigade is to mai-tain the high 
standard of efficiency for which it has 
been noted in the past. ‘The work of 
the Chief Engineer does not, as some 
people suppose, merely consis. of 
attending fires. There is a'so a vast 
amount of clerical and organising 
work to be done—work which takes 
up so much time that few volunteers 
could take it up without relin- 
quishing their positions in the busi- 
ness to which they belong. It is 
imperative, therefore, that the com- 
mand ot the Brigade should be in 
the hands of some one who can devote 
the whole of his time tu the work 
that position entzils. 
There is auother point which is 
worthy of consideration. A volunteer 
Chief may be frequently away. His 











time is his own, and one can hardly 
expect him to give up houseboat 
trips or other excursions in the 
interests of the Brigade. A pro- 
fessional Chief would be expected to 
be always in Shanghai, and should 
he go away for a holiday he would 
have to delegate some one else to fill 
his post. Now at the Fublee fire, 
for instancr, the Chief Engineer 
being away, it was for some minutes 
uncertain who would be in com- 
mand. ‘The senior foreman, of course, 
is in command during the absence 
of the chivf, but if he does not turn 
up at once no one else cares to take 
full respovsibility. At a big foreign 
fire it is most necessary that some- 
one should at once take command of 
the Brigade, and act with prompt- 
ness and decision, The — present 
system scems to be that each 
company follows its ewn course until 
the fre shows signs of abating, and 
then the district company comes in 
for the larger portion of the work. 
is system may work all right at 
Chinese fires, but when a fire breaks 
out in a big foreign’ building 
half the victory is gained by 
the judicious placing of streams at 
the outset. ‘This can only be 
brought about by a commander who 
has his business at his fingertips, 
who has no predilection for wm 
particular company, and who will 
insist upon his orders being promptly 
obeyed. A spirit of competition is a 
healthy and indispensable factor in 
the working of a Voluntecr Brigade, 
‘but i! can be carried too far. Fre- 
quently hydrants are taken in order 
to get a stream on “ before some one 
else” when -ometimes the delay of 
a few seconds in getting round to 
another position would result in a 
much more effective stream, A 
traincd Chief would see that no in- 
effective strrams were kept on, and 
would have no hesitation in moving 
companies about as required, He 
would see that his orders were 
carried out, and being an expert 
would enjoy the confidence of the 
whole brigade. Changes he would 
probably. mak, but they would be 
changes for the better. ‘The present 
system of cvery company turning 
out on the firs: alarm would, for in- 
stance, probably be altered, and a 
district and a general alarm arranged. 
Moreover as an expert his recom- 
mendations as to provision of up-io- 

ianices for the brigade could 
pas-ed over, and the men 
would be thoroughly drilled in the 
use of these new appliances. 

It is not likely that the Brigade 
wou'd receive the change unkindlly. 
When there was a suggestion that 
the Volunteers should be placed 
under a paid commandant there was 
adreadful outery, and it was freely 
stated that the Volunteers would 
not stand it, that they would resign 
ina body. Afver nearly ten years 
under a professional commandant 
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who can say that the Volunteers are 
not more efficient, that they have not 
more confidence in their commander? 
The same would, we think, be the 
result were a paid commandant ap- 
pointed for the Fire Brigade. 

‘There is only one plausible argu- 
ment against the innovation, and that 
is that a professional fireman might 
forget that his men were volunteers. 
‘There is not muck danger of that; if 
the Council engage a professional 
Chief he will prabably be a man of 
good social standing who will mix 
freely with his mga when not on 
duty.

THE, March issue of the journal 
that Ma Foord edits with so much 
ability is a very serious one, The 
“Current Comment” opens with the 
remark that “the month of February 
1904 will be memorable in all history 
for the epoch-making victories of 
Japan,” and Mr. Edward Dicey is 

uoted for his implied approval of 
the work Japan has done in effecting 
“the recession of the Russian shadow 
from the face of Eastern Asia.” Mr. 
Foord then refers to the evidence 
contained in the Japanese white-book 
of the patience and forbearance of 
Japan throughout the negotiations 
tliat preceded the present war, and the 
unconciliatory spirit, displayed by 
those who unfortunately had the direc- 
tion of the Russian policy. Mr. Secre- 
tary Hay’s note inviting the Powers 
to co-operate to localise hostilities 
within as small an area as possible, 
is shown to have been an endeavour 
“to bring about an agreement on the 
part of the belligerents to respect the 
territorial integrity and administra- 
tive entity of China outside of that 
pert of her empire which happens to 

e the scene of hostilities. China 
must be held to have the same right 
to abandon a position of neutrality 
as she hus to assume it, and with her 
identification with either combatant 
must inévitably come an acceptance 
of all the risks of war. The work 
undertaken by Mr, Hay was emphati- 
cally one in the line of international 
dnty, because no other Government 
sve ow own could have brought to 
it the same freedom from any sus- 
picion of self-interest, A refusal to 
undertake such a task would have 
been a manifest shirking of the 
responsibilities pertaining to the 
unique position occupied by the 
United States, but its successful 
accomplishment is none the less a 





Mr. Foord then notes that the 

question of the friendship displayed 
by Russia towards the cause of the 
Union during the Civil War is still 
being discussed in the daily Press. 
Mr. Foord points out that there are 
four theories to account for the ap- 
pearance of the Russian ships at. 
New York in September 1863. (1) 
That they were sent to help the 
North if England and France helped 
the Confederacy, which, howover, 
England had definitely refused to do. 
(2) That the ships were sent to be 
safe in a neutral harbour in the event 
of a renewal of the Crimean 
war through Prinee Gortschakoff's 
ultimatum in regard to the Black 
Sea elause of the Treaty of Paris, 
(3) That Mr. Secreta Seward 
brought about the visit in order to 
make England and France think 
that there was a secret alliance be- 
tween the United States and Russia. 
(4) That the Russians having des- 
troyed their Baltic and Black Sea 
fleets during the Crimean war to 
event their falling into the 
ands of the enemy, and no new 
vessels being built before 1870, 
“the half-dozen old wooden ships! 
sent here really imposed upon 
nobody, though furnishing the inno- 
cent occasion for a good deal of| 
effervescent oratory and those much- 
quoted lines by Holmes for which he 
was afterwavds rebuked by James 
Russell Lowell.” Finally, Mr. Foord 
notes with pleasure that the Supreme 
Court has confirmed the constitu- 
tionality of the Tea Inspection Law, 
which has rescued the Unjied States 
from being the dumping ground of 
worthless and spurious tea.

ria,” which shows what a wrench it 
will be for Russia to have to restore 
Manchuria to China, This paper 
alone makes this a very valuable 
issue of the “Journal.” 

‘Mr, Miller’s paper is followed by a 
very valuable instalment (the con- 
cluding one) of an address. by 
Governor Taft on “American Rule 
in the Philippines,” in which the 
ex-Governor makes a forcible reply 
to the criticisms of the “ young lions 
of the American Press in Mavila.” 
Mr. Secretary Taft concludes his

THE CASE OF JAPAN. 


20th April. 
We have received fiom Mr.Odagiri, 
the Consul-Cieneral for Japan, a copy 
of the Japanese white-book, contain- 
ing a translation into English of the 
“Corresponience regarding the Nego- 
tiations between Japan and Russia 
(1903-1904),” presented in March 
last to the Imperial Diet. As the 
whole course of the negotiations was 
recorded from time to time in our 
columns ; and as the whole discussion 
was simple in the extreme, Japan 
presenting her irreducible minimum 
at the beginning avd never deviat- 
ing from it, except in unimportant’ 
details, while the Russian Foreign 
Office met Mr. Kurino with little 
more than repeated evasion and 
procrastination, it is unnecessary to 
dwell at any length on the documents 
this white-book contains. ‘The first 
aper is a dispatch from Baron 
Kemura to Mr. Kurino, dated Tokio 
the 28th of July last, asking the 
latter to express to Count Lams- 
dorff the desire of Japan for an 
understanding with Russia; to this 
Count Lamsdorff replied that he was 
in perfect accord with the view of| 
the Japanese Government and that 
the Czar “would surely approve the 
matter.” Accordingly, in a dispatch 
dated Tokio the 3rd of August, Baron 
Komura sent to Mr. Kurino the fol- 
lowing as the basis of an understand- 
ing between Japan and Russi 

“1, Mutual engagement to respect the 
independence and territorial integrity of 
the Chinese and Corean Empires and to 
maintain the principle of equal oppor- 
tunity for the commerce and industry of 
all nations in those countries. 

“2, Reciprocal recognition of Japan's 
preponderating interests in Corea and 
Russia's special interests in railway 
enterprises in Manchuria, and of th 
right of Japan to take in Corea and of 
Russia to take in Manchuria such mea. 
‘sures as may be necessary for the protec- 
tion of their respective interests as above 
defined, subject, however, to the provi- 
sions of Article I of this Agreement. 
*"'«3,-Reciprocal undertaking on the part 
of Russia and Japan not to impede deve- 
lopment of those industrial and commer- 
cial activities respectively of Japan in 
Corea and of Russia in Manchuria, which 
are not inconsistent with the stipulations 
of Article I of this Agreement. 

“Additional engagement on the part 
of Russia not to impede the eventual 
extension of the Corean railway into 
southern Manchuria so as to connect 
with the East China and Shanhaikuan- 
Newchwang lines, 





























Reciprocal engagement that in 
case it is found necessary to send troops 
by Japan to Corea, or by Russia to Man- 
churia, for the purpose either of protect- 
ing the interests mentioned in Article II 
of this Agreement, or of suppressing in- 
surrection or disorder calculated to create 
international complications, the troops so 
sent are to be forthwith recalled as soon 
as their missions are accomplished. 

«5. Ri jon on the part of Russia 
of the exclusive right of Japan to give 
advice and assistance in the interest of 
reform and good government in Corea, 
including necessary military assistance. 

“6, ‘This Agreement to supplant all 
previous arrangements between Japan 
and Russia respecting Corea.” 





Mr, Kurino could get no oppor- 
tunity to hand this project to Count 
Lamsdorff until the 12th of August 
and ou the 23rd the Count said that 
he had studied it seriously and sent 
acopy to Port Arthur for Admiral 
Alexeieff's report, The Czar had been 
away for a week at the mancuvres, 
and. perhaps it would be better to 
transfer the negotiations to Tokio. 
Baron Komura preferred St, Peters- 
burg; but Count Lamsdorff gave 
several reasons for preferring Tokio, 
one of them being that “the Russian 
way of conducting business here is 
not very expeditious.” Baron Komura 
gave way on the 9th of September, 
trusting at the same time “that 
instructions to the Russian Minister 
at Tokio are of such a character as 
to enable him to present the Russian 
counter-proposals. without delay and 
to proceed immediately with the 
negotiations.” On the 22nd of Sep- 
tember, Baron Rosen, the Russian 
Minister at Tokio, went to Port 
Arthur to prepare Russia’s counter 
proposals in consultation with Ad- 
miral Alexeieff, and on the 3rd of 
October he handed them to Baron 
Komura as follows :— 














1. Mutual engagement to respect the 
independence and territorial integrity of 
the Corean Empire. 
2. Recognition by Russia of Japan's 
preponderating interests in Corea and of 
the right of Japan to give advice and 
assistance to Corea tending to improve 
the civil administration of the Empire 
without infringing the stipulations of 
Article I. 
3. Engagement on the part of Russia 
not to impede the commercial and indus. 
trial undertakings of Japan in Corea, nor 
to oppose any measures taken for the 
purpose of protecting them so long as 
ich measures do not infringe the stipula- 
tions of Article I. 
4, Recognition of the right of Japan 
to send for the same purpose troops to 
Corea, with the knowledge of Russia, but 
their number not to exceed that actually 
required, and with the engagement on 
the part of Japan to recall such troops as 
soon as their mission is accomplished. 
5. Mutual engagement not to use auy 
part of the territory of Corea for strate- 
gical purposes nor to. undertake on the 
coasts of any military works capable 
of menacing the freedom of navigation in 
the Straits of Corea. 
6. Mutual engagement to consider 
that part of the territory of Corea lying 
to the north of the 30th pazallel as a 
neutral zone into which neither of the

Aiticle VII was the crux of the 
discussion, Baron Komura contend- 
ing, as explained in his dispatch of 
the 22nd of October, that “Japan 
docs not ask for any concession from 
Russia with respect to Manchurir, 
her proposal being simply to have 
confirmed in the Agreement the 
principle which has been voluntarily 
and repeatedly declared by Russia, 
. ._. Japan possesses in Man- 
churia her treaty rights and com- 
mercial interests, and she must 
obtain from Russia a guarantee for 
the security of these rights and 
interests as well as of the indepen- 
dence of Corea which would be 





constantly menaced by Ru:sia’s 
definitive occupation of Man- 
churia.” On the 30th of October 


Baron Komura presented to Baron 
Rosen the following as definite 
amendments to the — Russian 
counter-proposals :— 


1. Mutual engagement to respect the 
independence and territorial integrity of 
the Chinese and Corean Empires. 

2, Recognition by Russis of Japa 
preponderating interests in Corea and of 
the right of Japan to give to Corea advice 
and assistance, including military assis- 
tance, tending to improve the administra- 
tion of the Corean Empire.

THE PROMISED 
CURRENCY REFORM. 


21st April. 
Our Peking notes on Saturday, 
t contained a reference to the 
coming currency reform which at 
last bids fair to become an ac- 
complished fact. Monetary changes 
are slow even in the most advanced 
is 
nothing more suspicious to the great 
bulk of a people, most of whom are 
more or Iss unthinking, than the

however inconvenient, bu’. few are 
able to estimate the advantages of 
any proposed reform, and there is 
always a wide-spread fear that 
currency changes mean lose, Hence 
the necessity for caution and slow 
progress. 

But the events of recent years 
have made a change so desirable for 


many suggestions have been offered, 
notably those by the Commission on 


in which the alteration is to be 
brought about. Nothing proves so 
conclusively whata loo-ely-connected 
congeries of states the Chinese

ease and rapidity with which trans- 
actions may be concluded. There 
‘will be no farther doubt. as to rates 
of exchange, and to the householder 
in particular the double loss attach- 





ing to payment of salaries in tae!s 
and purchase of supplies in dollars 
will no longer be a tax. Whatever 
the ratio, and 32 to 1 has been 
suggested for various good reasons, 
the advantages to trade of a non- 
fluctuating standard can hardly be 
over-estimated, Svme diplomacy 
will have to be employed to ensure 
this, but an agreement between the 
silver-using countries to buy in 
fairly reguiar quantities the bullion 
they need instead of continuing 
the irregular and spasmodic pur- 
chases of the past would help to 
keep the price fairly constant, 
especially if a certain maximum, 
say twenty-eight pence, were fixed 
beyond which governmental pur- 
chases would close. The matter is 
very complicated when looked at 
fiom all points of view, but since 
there are but three great silver 
markets, those of London, the United 
States, and Mexico, the difficulties 
should not be insurmountable, I: is 
the London market which at present 
is the arbiter of the silver world. 
Of the 200 millions of ounces which 
roughly represent the world’s annual 
output about one-half is sold on the 
London market, the remaining half 
being divided between the United 
States and Mexico in the ratio of 
about 7 to 8, One advantage in 
fixing the 11032 ratio is that the 
danger from counterfeiting would be 
reduced to a minimum, a 

Politically, the change will be one 
of far-reaching effect. A great step 
will have been taken towards the 
unification of this great land, and with 
its unity must follow that increase 
of strength which division ever sacri- 
fices. China wil stand before the 
world again as awhole. Her coinage 
will be her own, not that of au alien, 
She will have a place in the world’s 
money murket from which at present 
the chaotic condition of her currency 
excludes her. Her indebteducss to 
the outer world will no longer be 
subject to the wrenching fluctua- 
tions which we have seen of recent 
and knowing exactly waat 
equited of her she can with 
all the more self-reliance set herself 
to the task of meeting her linbilities 
without fear of complication at the 
last moment, Heer credit will rise in 
consequence, and in sympathy there- 
with there must almost necessarily 
follow a lessening of the tendeney of 
later years to rely first on one then 
on another of the Powers competing . 
for predominance in Peking. , China 
must learn to staud alone, and the 
old advice, “ Put money in thy purse,” 
still stands as amongst the best that 
can be given to those who wish for 
independence. 

Socially, the promised reform will 
be welcomed everywhere. What with 
native taels of endless variety, with 
Mexican dollars, native dollars, 
Japanese yen, depreciated small 
money, bronze cents, copper “cash,” 
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and semi-copper-semi-sand “cash,” 
the present, condition of the currency 
doing duty in China would be hard ! 
to beat. With one uniform coinage, 
the resident at the treaty ports, the! 
traveller in the interior, the rative 
in the village, and the citizen in the : 
town, will all alike find themselves i 
freed from present trammels. A tael : 
in Peking will be a tael in Hankow, 
Shanghai or Canton, and its sub- 
divisions will be current tender in 
hamlet and hotel wherever one 
may go. The endless annoyances, al. | 
Present so troublesome, will have} 
vanished, and, so far ns money matters 
are concerned, travel in China need 
offer no further drawback than travel | 
in England or the United States. | 
‘That this will tend to a great increase | 
in personal intercourse is certain, | 
Post-office orders will be available | 
through all the growing ramifications 
of the Imperial Postal system, an- 
other unifying influence, and thus 
fucilities for the purehase of goods 
or the transference of personal re- 
quisites in the form of currency will 
he fur in advance of what they ever 
have been, 

Tt will necessarily be some time 
before all this can come to pass, 
China is even more wedded to “olo 
custom” than England, and we have 
not yet decimalised our currency 
notwithstanding the fact that for at 
least two generations we have been 
repeatedly urged to do so. But the 
promise of reform in this important 
matter coupled with the reference 
of Sir Robert Hart’s proposals to the 
Viceroys for consideration is sufficient 
to give ground for the assumption 
that the long hoped-for advance of 
China is now to begin.

The only coin that has 
a standard value at present is the ton-cash 
piece.

The others are worth 
800 large cash, except the Spanish which 
demands 1,160 of that baser coin. The 
‘hundred cash strings by actual count amount 
to 98 cosh. Small cash can be used to 
purchase many things. Others demand 
large cash. Farmers want the Spanish 
dollar for their produce; shopkeopers by 
necessity will take either, "All have welconied 
the ten-cish piece, ‘A national standard 
coin with the fractional coins of fixed value 
on the decimal scale would be one of the 
greatest blessings the business of this country 
ever received.

‘Their 
encampment was about five li outside the 
city and along the bank of the old Yellow 
A bridge will be constrneted near 
the place of tie encampment. It is pro- 
posed to locate the station outside tho 
East Gute. The railway will be a great 
boon to this section as the departise +f 
the Yellow River from its bed about fifty 
years ago left this city without water con- 
nection with tho south and from a com- 
mercial point of view pretty nearly killed 
it. Opium, hides, water-meton sedds, dnd 
other exports have to be carried over"and 
two hundred and forty li to Suchien on 
the Grand Canal, In the opinion of the 
surveyors, this will be an important line 
as it is expected ultimately to connect 
with the Siberian Route and thus be the 
highway from Nanking (and Shanghai) to 
Enrope.

Thus by 
calamity is this people brought to realise 
that in some way they have offended 
against Heaven and in some way & 
reconciliation must be effected.

Our Taotai, Mu Kei-teng-pu, is soon to 
Jeave us. Althongh a Manchu he has 
shown himself quite friendly. Our 
Magistrate, T‘ao Tsai-ming, is also to go 
before a great while, through the machina 
tions of some enemy. We shall feel this as 
a distinct personal loss, as he has been hero 
a long time and in all his relations with 
us has always been most cordial and 
accommodating. We hardly hope to be 
as fortunate in his successor.

All Well that Ends Well. 

‘What barely eseuped being » 
occurred in this city Inst Sunday after- 
noon, Some hundreds of students have 
gathered here for the biennial ex+mina- 
tions which qe going on vow. On Suu 
day afternoon a number of them were 
together on the street when an underling 
from the yamén of the Kashing magistr.te 
rode by on horseback. Some one inate a 
jocular remark about the —horseman's 
graceful (!) riding. This roused the 
Intter’s ire and he strock on» of the 
students, inflicting a slight wound on the 
head. Judging from the looks of the 
crowd and the curses that were showered 
on him that it was not healthy to stay 
where he was our valiant horseman took 
refuge in flight, The crowd, gathering 
numbers as it’ went, proceeded to the 
yamén, where the magistrate was on the 
bench ‘trying a case. ‘They demanded the 
immediate punishment of the underling. 
‘The official urged them to be quiet aud 
he ‘would investigate the mutter and 
punish the offender, who had not returned 
to the yamén. Tho crowd wou'd not 
disperse, but svon became aluiost un- 
manageable, ‘The official then got angry, 
threw down his hat, pushed over his desk 
(@ sign we understand that the erowd 
wanted to override his authority and tke 
the law into their own hands). He then 
got up his courage and preceeded to show 
them that he wos not to be ridden over in 
any such style, aud arrested about eight 

































he used his good offices with the official 
and soon yersuaded him to release those 
he hadarrested. 
The Prefectural Examinations, 
reliminary to the regular examinations 
for the A-B. degree, are going on here 
now.

‘The Military Movements. 
‘Another grand military transportation 
commenced to-day, so as to complete the 
transportation of the second army, com: 
manded by Generel Baron Oku, who 
represented Japan at the Delhi Durbar. 
The third army, not yet organised, will be 
headed by General Count Nozu, North 
Corea is now clear of the Russians and the 
Tapanese troops have been rapidly moving 
toward the Yalu. Every effort is being 
made by the Russians to guard the line of 
communications in Manchuria and_ the 
troops are being moved forward from Liao- 
yang in the Yalu direction. ‘Thus they 
have to fight with their line of communica- 
parallel to their front, as observed 

by a Yokohama paper. 


Russia's Defences. 

‘According to Intest trustworthy informa- 
tion, the Russian forces at Possiet Bay con- 
sist of : Two regiments of East Siberian 
Rifles, 4,000 men ; one regiment and one 
company of cavalry 1,050 men ; two com- 

wanies of artillery, 600 men, one mountain 

tery 300 men; one company of fort 
artillery, 300 men ; mino layers, 200 men. 
At Viadivostock : ‘Four regiments of in- 
fantry, 8,000 men, garrison artillery. 
Port Arthur: ‘Two brigades of infantry, 
16,000 men; one squadron of cavalry, 150 
men two companies of artillery, 600 men; 
‘one regiment of fort artillery 2,40) mon; 
two battalions ant one company of en- 
gincers 1,300 men ; mine-layers, 200 men. 


The Pathetic Side. 

Tt need scarcely be said that one of the 
acknowledged trails of Japaneso officers 
and men in both services is the strong bond 
of affection which unites them with each 
other, says. Tokio journal. It is ther 
fore satisfactory 'o note that the recent 
‘attempts to weal Port Arthur gave fresh 
proof of this trait in a manner of which the 
nation may well be proud. It must be 
remembered that in the two attempts to 
block the enemy's port, the officers were 
altvays the last to retire into the bonta, as it 
was their duty to see that the arrangements 
for the sinking of the steamers had been 

roperly carried out. In being the last to

Artificial Limbs. 

In accordance with the announcement 
by H.M. the Empress that the wounded 
Russians should be given, if needed, 
artiticial limbs, two artificial arms and 
four legs have been recently sent to the 
Matsuyama Red Cross Hospital, Shikoku, 
where the wounded Russian were receiv- 
ing treatment. Three recovered, of tho 
Russian prisoners who were at Matsuyama, 
have beeu handed over to the French 
Consul at Kobe and left the port on the 
9th by the MLM. liner Salnzie for Saigon, 
after taking the non-participation oath. 
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The Corean Envoy. 

Major-General Yi Icho-yong, Cores’s 
Envoy to the Emperor of Japan, 
Jeaves Seoul on the 14th inst., in order 
to reciprocate the recent visit to the 
Corean Court of Marquis Ito. The dis- 
tinguished party is expected to arrive at 
Tokio by the 2ist inst., and quarter at the 
Seiyo-kan Hotel, Uyeno Park, where 
Prince Tsai Chen of China put up on the 
way home from England. In honour of 
LE, the Corean Foreign Office gave & 
firewell banquet on the 10th, and the 
Japanese Legation gave one on the 13th. 
Major-General Yi, until only recently 
Acting Minister of Foreign Affairs, is the 
signer of the recent alliance agreement 
between Japan and Corea and will be 
warmly welcomed here.

concluded. 

Miscellaneous. 

‘Mr. K. Nakai, chairman of the Japanese 
‘community at Seoul, proposes a coinage 
alliance, inter alia, between Japan and 
Corea. There are now in Corea her own 
nickel coin, Japanese convertible notes, the 
Daiichi Ginko (First Bank) notes, anc 
Japanese military notes. The circulatior 
of so many currencies with premium in 
one country is certainly « 
commercial transactions. 
The Ryogoku-Honjo 
elovated line (Tokio) 75 chains in length— 
on the Sabu Railway—was opened. to 
trattic ou the Sth iust. This is the first 
line of the kind ever opened in Japan. 

A foreign steamer laden with contraband 
of war, uuder the Norwegian fixg, was 
seized by a Japanese warship in Corean 
waters oa the 3rd inst. and towed to a 
certain point, A large quantity of beef, 
valued at Y150,000, which bas been seized 
as contraband of war, was landed at Shi- 
monoseki on the 6th inst.

Long Service Medal for Firemen.—Tho 
establishment of this medal, a subject 
which engaged the attontion of the Coun- 
cil for 1903, is now completed and tho 
rules for its issue aro in process of oom- 
ion. In the meanwhile directions are 
given that the following correspondence 
between the Council and the Chi 
Engineer be included in the minutes:— 

Shanghai, 80th January, 1904. 

Dear Mr. Bayyr,—In accordance with 
the instructions of the Municipal Council 
that I should arrange with you the details 
of tho Firemen’s Servico Medal, I now 
submit the plan which has been drawn 
‘up by the Foremen of Companies and 
myself leaving it to tho Council to modify 
it'as may be thought fit. 

‘The periods are to be five, eight and 
twelve years. For the first period a silver 
medal; for the second, a bar added on the 
ribbon and the third, gold medal the two 
medals to be of the same size, thus obviat- 
ing the necessity of having two separate 
dies. Tho medals to be of the same sizo 
as the Jubilee medal. (If the dio belong. 
ing to the latter, -will not suit, then it 
does not matter what size the new medal 
is to be—the idea being to save the cost 
of cutting a new one.) 

On one side aro to bo tho words 
‘Shanghai Volunteer Fito Brigade” 
round the top, and “Established 1866” 
round the bottom with the Municipal 
coat of arms in the middle. 

On the opposite sido, round the top 
the words “For Long Service” and round 
the bottom We fight the flames.” In the 
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middle two crossed axes surmounted by 
a helmet this being. the pattern on Fire- 
men's buttons. Below the axes a scroll 
left blank to be engraved later on with 
the year period, for instance 1891—1896, 
on the silver medal and 1891—1903 on 
the gold. 

Round the edge thefname and rank of 
tho holder. 

The bar to be of silver 3/8” broad, 
with the year period, say 1891—1899, 
engraved on it later on, 

The ribbon to be 1” broad, the middle 
3/4” broad, bright red, the edge 1/8" broad 
each to be white, to be fastened with a 
ver broach 1/8” broad, and the medal to 
hang from the ribbon by a swivel bar 
1/8” broad. 

Designs are enclosed, for which we are 
partially indebted to Mr. J. E. Denham, 
who not only drew them but embodied 
some of his own suggestions. 

To entitle a fireman to a medal and 
for bar he must be efficient, that he 
must have attended two-thirds of the calls 
during the period for which the award is 
granted. If absent for any time during the 
Period, he must make it uf, “a years 
service” meaning twelve months’ actual 
service so thatif ho misses any timeduring 
one year, ho will have to make it up in the 
next; consequently his year may extend 
over say fifteen month 

The medal to be issued to those entitled 
to it who were on the roll on 1st Jas wary 
1903. This will allow of one be ig given 
to tho family of the Inte Mr. Moore, and 
to another old firoman who resigned last 
year. 

A fireman who has served long enough 
to now entitle him to the gold medal 
will also be entitled to the silver medal 
and bar, though of course hie will not wear 
them, as in the case of decorations, the 
insignia of tho,highest rank only boing 
used. 

It boing impossible to compile the 
actual sorvico record of firemen with 
any degree of accuracy for back periods, 
it will be takon for granted that they are 
efficiont, but from Ist January this year a 
strict record will bo kept. 

Up till now there will bo roqnired:— 

4 gold medals. 
17 silver medals. 
10, bars. 

No more gold medals will be required 
for several years, but several silver 
medals and bars will be required at the ond 
of the present year or beginning of next

THE FIRE BRIGADE. 

the Editor of the 

“ Norra-Curva Dany News.” 

Sm,—The writer of the leader in 
Monday's issue does not seem to be 
familiar with the working of the Fire 
Brigade. Perhaps you will kindly allow 
me to make some remarks of my own. 

With reference to the command at fires, 
in the absence of the Chief or the Senior 
Foreman, the next senior takes charge 
and so on, each being quite capable of 
directing ‘operations and accepting the 
responsibility. There is never any doubt 
as to who takes command. The writer 
says: “Each company follows its own 
course until the fire shows signs of abat- 
ing and then the district company comes 
in for the largest portion of the work.” 
‘This is quite incorrect so far as the second 
statement is concerned while the first 
requires modification. As a matter of 
fact, the companies usually take up such 
excellent positions under the direction of 
their Foremen that there is rarely any: 
necessity to change them, but when it 
does become necessary, they are shifted. 














The remark which implies favouritism I 


do not understand. When the danger is 
fully under control, all companies, but 
the district one, are sent home, the larger 
part of the work being then over. With 
regard to ineffective streams, they are’ 
taken off as soon as possible so as to 
benefit the other streams. The writer 
also says: “ A trained Chief would see that 
his orders are carried out and, being an 
expert, would enjoy the confidence of the 
whole Brigade.” The writer would lead 
‘one to suppose that a similar state of 
affairs has not existed in Shanghai. I 
may mention that the Chief of the 
Metropolitan Fire Brigade never is an 
expert; ‘tab ia, ha as user axvel 
4 fireman; he is taken from out- 
side the ranks of the firemen and 
knows less about fire extinguishing 
than his men do, that is from practical 
experience. One would think from the 
writer's romarks that the successive Chiefs 
of the Brigade kuew nothing about tire 
extinguishing, but he has only to look up 
the records to find that the number of 
houses destroyed each year is small ; I 
do not think @ paid Chief would have 
fewer. Another remark is “The 
present system of every Company turning 
out on the first alarm would for instance. 
probably be altered and a district and 
general alarm arranged.” This matter 
and lots of others have had the attention 
of the Brigade officers and the advantages 
and disadvantages have been discussed, 
but as the latter were considered to 
outweigh the former, the idea was given 
up. 

Pvieh regard to so-called up-to.late 
appliances, they too have been discussed, 
but when the officers read of the 
enormous fires in other lands where these 
up-to-date appliances wero used, and 
considoring the uncertainty of the’ limi 
of height in house building, the officers 
did not consider it advisable to ask the 
ratepayers to spend public money on 
such appliances, the more so as the present 
plant is capable of coping with most fires. 
By this I mean that the appliances arc 
sufficient for the requirements of the 
place. Most of the engines are old but, 
they are in porfect working order and can 
throw streams to the top of the Central 
Belltower, and are effective to a height of 
ninety feet from the road and a 
good deal more from an olevated 
position. Kalee building, the highest 
building, I believe, is only ninety 
feot to the eaves. The most up-to. 



































date appliances are sometimes unabl. 





to cope with big fires, but it does not 
follow that these appliances aro inefficient 
because circumstances are ‘against them. 
At tho Fuhlee fire there were four engines 
sucking away at the hydrants which could 
not supply them with sufficient water 
through no fault, however, of the Water- 
works. If then those engines experienced 
a difficulty, what would happen if moro 
powerful engines were engaged ? 

With reference to the remark that “if 
the Council engage a _ professional 
Chief ho will probably be a man of good 
social standing who will mix freely ‘with 
his men when not on duty.” Without 
wishing in any way to be personal, I 
would ask if this is the experience of the 
members of another Volunteer Service 
connected with the Municipality ? 

With reference to the advisability of 
having @ paid Chief 1 make no remarks, 
never having servod under one. 

I notice, however, that some boys who 
have only been a dogwatch in the Brigade 
consider themselves qualified to express & 
decided opinion upon such an import- 
ant subject. By this opinion the Council 
proposes to be guided as they did in the 
case of the date of the medals,

Court, asks for permission to resign his post 
owing to chronic illness, in order that he 
may put himself under medical care, Yii 

‘éng is granted six months’ sick leave, there 
being no necessity for hin to resign. 

15th April. 

Wu Yuan-kui is appointed — Major 
General of tho ‘Tinghai Circuit (Chusan 
Archipelago) of Chékiang provines. 

16th April. 

(1) The Board of Commerce (Shangpu) 
has presented a commendatory me- 
morial with reference to a member of 
the Kiangsu gentry, a Hanlin Academist 
named Chang Chien, who. hae Intely 
started and put into operation a Chineso 
Commereial Association in his province, 
and it is requested that the act should be 
rowarded in an extraordinary manner by 
appointing the said notable to the post 
of an Advisor to the Board of Commerce;

In view of this 
we commanded Tsing Jui, Manchu President 
of the Censorate, and Iu Oh‘uan-lin, Pre- 
| sident of the Board of Revenue, to go with 
| the said Censor to the said Bank and find 
out whether the charge was true, The 
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above-named high Ministers now report to 
us that the officials of the Bank in question 
refuse to allow any one to examine their 
current accounts, while upon being asked 
whether Prince Ghing did any business with 
the Bank the officials of the institution re- 
plied that they, had never seen his highness’s 
name in their account books. Upon the do- 
nouncing Censor being asked what, proof he 
had for his charge against Prince Ching the 
former replied that he had only made it upon 
hearsay. Now Consors are permitted by 
law to make charges on hearsay evidence 
hence thes offen make andacious accusations 
to the Throne. At the same time in 
making them they should be careful to 
have something tangible to go upon and not 
make charges unsupported by the least 
evidences of truth. Moreover some charges 
are very serious and affect a man's reputa- 
tion and good name, hence no one should be 
permitted to sully another's character at his 
pleasure. In punishment for doing this we 
hereby command the said Censor to be re- 
moved from his post and be ordered to re- 
turn to his former yamén (as Srd-class secre- 
tary of one of the six Boards—Translator). 
In ‘the future a Consor making an accusa- 
tion should seek to be just and free from 
malice and have some tangible proof of any 
charge to be made by him.

‘The New.Chinese Tael. 

It is elated from Peking that it has been 
decided by the Board of Revenue that the 
new Imperial Mint now being near comple- 
tion shall strike coins bearing tho uniform 
weight of one Haikuan tael, and that this 
new coin is to be the future silver unit, of 
money throughout the Empire. All other 
dollars of the present type coined in tho 
provinces, seven mace three candareens, or 
seventy-three tael-cents, in weight, are then 
to be gradually recalled’ and reminted on the 
Haikuan tael weight basis. 


‘The Army Reorganisation Scheme. 

‘According to Chinese official reports the 
High Commissioners of the Army Re- 
organisution Bureau—Prince Ching, Viceroy 
Yun Shib-K'ai, and ‘Tich Liang, Vico-Pre- 
sident of the Board of Revenue—have re- 
commended to the Throne and received the 
Imporial Assont to the establishment of Four 
Great Army Departments outside Chibli 
province, namely, one Department to co ~ 
prise Honan and’ Shantung provinces; one 
in the Liangkiang (Kiangsu, Kiangsi, and 
‘Anhui provinces), one in the Hukuang {Hu- 
nan and Hupeh provinces), and one in the 
‘Two Kuang (Kuangtung and Kuangsi pro- 
vinces). Four large arms factories and big 
gun foundries are also to be built in the four 
departments named above. 


Outwitting the Russians. 

Owing to the supervision of the telegraphs 
leading from Moukden into Shanbaikuan by 
‘the Russians, thereby rendering the dispatch 
of important telegrams between Moukden 
and Peking and vice versi constantly liable 
to bo tampered with, the Chinese Govern- 
ment are using couriers riding on swift 
ponies to carry dispatches. The couriers do 
not travel on the high roads and so escape 
detention by Russian patrols and this is how 
the Peking Government manages at present 
to find out what the Russians are doing in 
‘Manchuria. 

Reported French Movements at 
Lungehou.

Russian Proceedings in Moukden. 
‘The “Sinwénpao” has the following 
which we translate:—A letter from North 
Chinchou (outside Shanhaikuan) dated the 
12th inst., states that the Russian military 
authorities have demanded from the Tartar 
Genéral at Moukden (Tséng Ch‘) that all 
Chinese troops now in the Manchurian pro- 
vinces shall be sent without delay inside the 
neutral Tine west of the Lino river or if this 
bbe not done that the troops be disarmed and 
‘their arms and ammunition handed over to 
the Russians, Naturally the timorous Tar- 
tar General tried his utmost to get the Mus- 
covite demand modified, but to no avail. 
‘When the Russians found that their demand 
was unheeded they took the law into their 
own hands and started by first disarming any 
Chinese soldiers found on the streets and 
soon will visit the Chinese-camps with the 
sume object. Indeed at Liaoyang and Hai- 
chéng a general disarmament of the Chinese 
military police there has already begun, 
while on the 11th instont as a detachment 
of the ‘Tartar Genern!’s -body guards 
was leaving the city gates for the pur 
pose of gearching for a body of bandits in 
the suburbs they were suddenly surrounded 
by a regiment of Russians and speedily dis- 
possessed of their arms and accoutrements. 


Russians in Kirin. 

Tn is reported in mandarin circles that 
Russians have commenced laying a military 
railway between Ch‘angeh‘ungiu and Kirin 
(both in Kirin province or Central Man- 
churia) and have also started constructing 
fortified posts on the eastern fromtiers of 
that province, evidently expecting a Ja- 
panese advance in force in that direction.

Stricty Neutral 

The Waiwupn issued the other day 
instructions to Tseng Chi, Tartar Genoral 
of Féngtien (Lower Manchuria), to keep 
“strictly neutral in all things” in the| 
present war, oven although Russians!

from the Chinese authorities in Man- 
churia; acts which would give cause 
to Japan to protest and so render 
things dangerously unpleasant for China. 
“China,” continued the Waiwupw’s in 
structions to the Tartar General, “ having 
decided upon a course of strict neutrality, 
any attempt of the belligorents to force 
the Chinese Authorities to break thi 
neutrality must be protested against and 
opposed to the last breath.” 


Japanese Arrested in Fengtien 
Province. 

A Newchwang letter states that oa the 
Tth of April two Japanese merchants, 
who had landed at that port from an 
incoming steamer, were arrested by the 
Russians shortly after the former's arrival, 
and incarcerated on the charge of being 
spies. On the 9th inst., two moré di 
guised Japanese were discovered near 
the city of Liaoyang by a Russian patrol 
and arrested on tho spot. The two un- 
lucky prisoners were immediately rushed 
to gaol ina most “ precipitate manner” 











by. their captors, and, it is re- 
ported, are to be made to suffer the, 











usual penalty awarded to men found 
wandering about disguised in an enemy's 
territory. 


The “Fire Zone” at Newchwang. 

‘The “Sinwénpao” publishes a New- 
chwang telegram stating that the Russian 
military authorities there have issued a 
proclamation in Chinese notifying junk 
owners that they will be only permitted 
to anchor their vessels in the river one 
mile to the left of the forts and five 
iniles to right of the same. "The 
space within the six miles’ area noted 
above is inside the fire zone, and junks 
or steamers anchoring there will be 
liable to be sunk by the fire of the forts.

NOTES AND NEWS. 


19th April. 
The admission that Truth is multi- 

facoted has often come to the rescue of 

judicial minds in travail, when circum- 





‘ious conflict between in- 
clination and duty, ‘twixt Me, Theo, and 
that Other. Concerning many puzzling 
aspects of the prosont war it may still 
be made the answer explanatory to 
conspicuous inconsistencies. It is, how- 
ever, not so readily applicable to the 
now much mooted problem of Divine 
interest in the issue. An irreverent 
continental wit has suggested that the 
Lord of Hosts will this timo be neutral ; 
but to earnest Christian sympathisers 
with un-Christian Japan, the point is of 
too great import for frivolity. While 
both sides may not impossibly be wrong, 
it is inconceivable that the cause of both 
combatants is alike just and worthy of 
divine approval; and so long as the 
belief holds that God deigns to lend a 
Finger for such human Pies, the ques- 
tion will demand an answor. The po 
tion is plain enough. The great Chris. 
tian nations are sympathising with, and 
presumably praying for, a country which 
is not, and (as those with some reason 
to judge aver) never will be, sharer with 
them in the tenets of the Nazarene. 
[Russia obtains the overt sympathy of 
only one of them—France; and in this 
contiéetion, in view of the consistent 
legislation ‘of recent years, and of the 
spitit of fin-du-siécleism evinced in themen- 
nutput of Paris, is it after all to be sup- 
te France wishes still to be classed 
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with the Christian nations? It may be 
ked: Why should a Christian sympa- 
thise with either? To answer one 





question with another may sometimes 
evade, but never solve, the difficulty. 
Sympathy ie not the verdict of reason :

involuntary impulsion towards 
n emotion of sympathy than he 
can his irresistible attraction to the divine 
faith that is in him. He may not deny 
Russian Christianity, for he is forbidden 
to make himself a judge. It is, to those 
unracked thereby, @ pretty problem. 
They have seen it before, in a not yet 
forgotten British campaign. It was not 
solved thon, and the solution seems 
equally unattainable now. 

‘A question of more matter-of-fact in- 
torest may be raised, in connection with 
the telegraph cable between Japan and 
Viadivostock. Has either side done any- 
thing yot to that cord of communication, 
and ifs, what? It was some years ago 
suggested that the Japanese could tap it, 
and connect their forces in Corea with 
headquarters by its meai 

Mr. Stead, in his last “Review” to 
hand, publishes what purport to be 
statoments of the Japanese and the 
Russian casos, made authoritatively. 
With thearguments contained, our readers 
are already familiar. Making every allow- 
ance for possible prejudice in reading, 
it is difficult to avoid remarking, that the 
presentation of the Russian case is 
badly done. By the way, why will Mr. 
Stead persist in designating the Japanese 
as “yellow men”? It is surely too late 
now for that error. 

‘The “Japan Herald” charges the 
Cossacks at Cyong-ju with “inconceivable 
cowardice,” because for two hours they 
only passively resisted and retreated from 
a strong position on the approach of 
the Japanese foot-soldiers. Like Mr. 
Chamberlain, we “cannot charge our 
memory with a contradiction ;” but will 
remind our readers of what we have 
before remarked, that the best way to 
receive all such comments is cum grano 
salis. It hi fore now occurred that 
British jo have said severe things 
about British soldiers, which later and 
fuller knowledge of the circamstanc 
demonstrated to have been undeserved, if 
not unwarranted. 

Now that the Russian fleet has practi- 
cally ceased to be “in being,” the coal 
supply is no longer the serious factor that

The food question is more than 
pressing, and in a war of waiting, Russia 
again is at the disadvantage. In the 
matter of waiting, it will probably prove 
to be the outcome that Russia must and 
Japan will not object. ‘That is to say, 
having made the Yalu the rubicon, Japan 
needs to be in no particular haste to cross 
it, while Russia cannot if she would. 

‘The uninformed or thoughtless still 
continue to talk of the possibility of 
China’s active participation. China is, 
however, still as much shackled as was 
Andromeda; and the Japanese Perseus 
must scotch the menacing monster before 
restoring to the bound maiden the use of 
hor limbs. 

‘As for that impregnable city of Port 
‘Arthur, what is there now to hinder the 
early Japanese plan of applying the 
military tourniquet to the Liaottng neck? 
Following up the simile suggested, the 
new veterinary surgeon to the National 
Menagerie has got his patient dazed, 
almost unconscious, certainly no longer 
in the condition to make savage rushes 
‘at the man who has come to cure its 
territorial voracity. Its naval claws are 
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clipped. When its Port Arthur canines 
are drawn, the Bear ought to be in a 
state of receptivity for that doze of 
diplomatic convention which is to ap- 
pease, for a time, its earth hunger. 

‘An amusing comment on the occasion- 
ally misunderstood attitude of some rural 
Japanese towards war news as purveyed 
by their vernacular Press is made by the 
Tokio correspondent of the Yokohama 
“Herald.” He says (in part) :— 


“T found that the country papers do| i 


not even get news transmitted by wire 
from Tokio. It is cheaper to wait for 
the mail and give their readers informa- 
tion two or three days old. Even at the 
Nikko Hotel I could not get the “Jiji” or 
the “ Nichi Nichi”; they relied on the 
“Shimotsuke Shimbun” published at Utsu- 
nomiya. On the 28th of last month, 
they had not heard yet of the 5th attack, 
which had taken place on the 22nd. I 
had brought with mo the latest Tokio 
papers, thinking they would be read with 
interest. Not a bit of it; they were put 
‘aside without being looked at. They 
would have put the calendar two days 
ahead and disturbed the continuity of 
time.” 

‘The modern commercial “hustle” that 
characterises the Japanese of the foreign 
settlements has not permeated the minds 
of the more conservative orientals inland. 
‘They are not behindhand in cries of 
“"Peikoku” and “banzai ;” but they have 





not yet fallon into the thraldom of that | is 


feverish impatience for news which 
animates some other people. This was 
one of the secrets of the patience they 
displayed during the negotiations. It by 
no means detracts trom admiration of 
their temperament. 

‘Her Gracious Majesty the Empress of 
Japan offered to provide artificial limb: 
ete, for those wounded Russians in 
Japan who happen to need and care to 
accept them. 

‘The Russian ‘newspaper reader, even 
though protected by a supposedly wise 
and thoughtful censor, does not alway: 

‘et the most intelligent comment possible. 
ft is surely not all sound commonsense 
when the “Novoe Vremya” insists that 
with Russia's army of three millions, 
a war with 300,000 (?) Japanese should 
be a “mere expedition.” You cannot 
get three million soldiers into a back 
room, and the Far East is Russia's 
back room just now. 

‘The Japanese Press has fully expressed 
its appreciation of the chivalrous treat- 
ment by the Russians of the Japanese 
naval officer's body found floating near the 
Fukui-maru, supposed to be that of the 
Japanese hero Hirose. According to a 
telegram from Peking to Tokio, Viceroy 
Alexeieff ordered a suitable funeral service 
‘on the Ist of April, with Russian naval 
honours. 























AN IRREPARABLE 
LOSS. 

Sad as is often the loss of an eminent 
military or naval hero, it is something to be 
expected, as a matter of course, when the 
war-drum throbs and the cloud of battle 
lowers.

FIRES. 


Ar 6.80 p.m. on Friday the alarm rang 
out two bells for a fire in the North Honan 
Road. The Victorias got on first-water, 
followed almost immediately by the Mih- 





ho-loongs. The fire broke out in some 
small native houses in an alleyway off tho 
main road and it was rather difficult to 
got at. It was soon surrounded, how- 
ever, and never reached serious propor- 
tions. In Jess than an hour all except the 
Hongkews had left. ‘Two or three small 
houses were burnt and it is not known 
whether they were insured. 

av 0.50 a.m, on Tuesday 7 bells ring out 
for a fire in some Chinese houses in Park 
Road. ‘The outbreak started in the bedroom 
of No. 1733, Park Road and was caused by 
the upsotting of a kerosene lamp. ‘The burn- 
ing house was at the end of a long alleyway 
‘and was entremely difficdlt to get at. The 
Mib-ho-loongs got on the first stream and 
were almost immediately followed by the 
|-Deluges. ‘The Victorias got on a stream 
from the back. The nearest hydrants were 
a long way away from the firo and several 
reels were emptied before sufficient hose was 
obtained. ‘The firemen were futher handi- 
capped by the frequent bursting of lengths. 
The fire was a most obstinate one, and 
although never attaining serious proportions 
it was two hours before any streams could 
be token off. ‘The Torrents did not attend 
the fire and none of the Hongkew officers 
were , so that the entire work fell on 
‘to the Victorias, Deluge, and Mih-ho-loongs. 
‘At 3 a.m. all except the Delage had reeled 
up and left and soon afterwands the Deluge 
were taken off and the coolie corps was left, 
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in charge. Six Chinese houses were almost 
entirely destroyed the numbers being 1733 
to 1738, Park Road. No. 1737 was insured 
swith various companies for Tis. 7,000. No. 
1739 which wag slightly damaged was insured 
for Tls. 1,500. The property belongs to 
‘Moh Kung-koo, and it was ‘insured with 
Messrs. Jardine Matheson and Co. for Tis. 
1,150. 

At 1.20 a.m. on Wednesday the alarm 
was given for a fire in No. 4district. The 
Fire Brigade turned out with the great- 
est promptness, the Mih-ho-loongs get- 
ting on the first stream. The fire at 
first threatened to be a serious one, but 
the quickness with which the streams 
were got on soon checked the blazo, 
and before an hour had expired all 
the Companies had reeled up. A few 
of the French Company turned up, but 
they did not stay long. The building in 
which the fire started was a largo native 
hotel, Nos. 69-70, Kinkiang Road. The 
outbreak was caused by some sparks 
from a stove setting fire to some straw. 
With the aid of the ladders the firemen 
got right into the building, and in a 
very short time the flames were under 
control. ‘The Hongkews were present, but 
did not put a, stream on, as it was un- 
necessary. This hotel has been burnt 
down tivo or three times before. Tt is 
believed to be fully insured, though the 
amount has not yet transpired. 

Ar a quarter past eleven on Wednesday 
night there was a small outbreak of fire in 
the dark room attached to M. Tillot’s 
chemist’s and photographic shop at the 
entry into the Rue du Consulat. The 
Torrents put it out with a single length of 
hose, but all the other companies put in an 
appearance, the Mih-ho-loongs arriving 
simultaniously with the French company. 
The damage done by the fire was very 
slight. It is stated that M. Tillot left 
for Tientsin that morning. 

















THE BALLAARAT- 
CHANGON COLLISION. 


THE ARBITRATOR'S 
JUDGMENT. 


We have been fayoured with the following 
copy of Sir Hiram S. Wilkinson’s judgment 
in the matter of the arbitration’ between 
the owners of the P. & O. S. Bullanent and 
the owners of the 8.8. Changon. 


In’ this caso I find both vessels 
to blame, First, with regard to. the 
case against the Ballaarat. It is allesed 


on behalf of the Changon that the Ballarat. 
among other faults, failed 10 comp'y with 
the rules relating to the navigation of the 
Woosung Inner and Outer Bars which are 
Inid down in Harbour Notification No. 1 
of 1904, and which require a vessel proceed- 
ing agninnt the tide to hold brek to allow a 
versel proceeding with the tide to pass. It 
was contended on behalf of theChangon that 
the Ballaarat ought to have seen the Chang. 
on over the land in time to hold back 
before coming to the Gas Buoy. But the 
Assessors, having at my reques: worked out 
the respective t'mes and positions of the 
two vessels. advise me that the Ballarat 
could not be expected to have seen the 
Changon in time to hold bxck before 
beginning to cross the bur, and that af er 
that, she could not with safety hold back 
until the Gas Buoy had been passed.

The Assessors consider that 
the Ballaarat co.ld have anchored as soon 
asshe had got past the Gas Buoy, and 
those on board of her ought in the cit- 
cumstance to have anchored, when it was 
found that her heal was being carried up 
by the tide, If they had done so, there 
woull have been ‘time then for the 
Changon to have avoided the collision, 
and she would have been in a better 
position to do so than that in which she 
was pieced by the Ballarat keep'ng on. 


Counsel for the Changon also urged 
strongly the improp:icty of the soundin; 

of two short blasts on the Ballarat 
while she was still under a hard 
a-port helm in an endeavour to get her 
head rounsl to starboard. [am of opinion 
that this was a most improper signal to 
give under those conditions. It is said 
that this did not mislead the master of the 
Changon, and this is to a err ain extent 
correct. "He knew thst the Ballanrat was 
not going to the starboard side of the 
channel by choice. But tke signal led 
him to do what it was intended to lead him 
todo, and what otherwise he would not 
have done. Instead of continuing to go 
over, or keep over, to the +tarboard side of 
the channel, he made an eff. rt to go over 
to the pot side.

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SAD DEATH OF 
MR. M. SACHS. 


Shanghai was shocked on Saturday 
morning by the report of the death of 
Mr. M. Sachs under the circumstances 
mentioned hereunder. Mr. Sachs, who 
was a vory well-educated and well- 
read man, a great lover of music, and a 
weleome lecturer at the Union Church 
Hall, came here from Yokohama nearly 
three years ago and joined the firm of E. 
Bavier & Co., of which he ceased to be a 
meniber some four months ago. His wife 


died here some two years ago, and he has! 


left three small children, two boys and 
a gitl, who are at Copenhagen. It may be 
mentioned that on Mr. de Bavier's strong 
recommendation, he obtained the post of 
Secretary of the Tientsin Club which he 
was about to take up, and that on his

ho was already indebted in a considerable 
sum, that he was in it of a few hun- 
dred dollars to regulate his accounts be- 








fore leaving Shanghai, Mr. de Bavier had | 


kindly promised to ‘advance him the 
amount he required. Mr. Sachs male 
many friends during his residence here, 
as was shown by the attendance at his 
funeral yesterday afternoon, and tho 
numerous and handsome wreaths that 
wore sent or taken to his grave by his 
Danish fellow-countrymen and othors. 

‘The following minutes of the inquiry 
touching the death of Martin P. Sachs 
were kindly furnished by Mr. J. Raas- 
chou, the Danish Consul. 

‘The inquiry was held at the Consulate 
on Saturday. According to the evidence 
of the Police, the body of Martin P. 
Sachs, Danish subject, was found at 8.20 
‘a.m, that day on the sloping foreshore in 
front of the rock work near the main 
entrance to the Public Garden. A broken 
tumbler, smelling strongly of carbolic 
acid, was found at his side. ‘There was 
some blood on the ground, and about his 
nose. ‘The body was taken by the Police 
to the Mortuary, where a post-mortem 
examination was made by Dr. Macleod, 
who certified that from the appearance 
the face, mouth, gullet, stomach, of 
duodenum, larynx, and windpipe, he was 
of opinion’ that death was the result of 
carbolic acid poisoning. Mr. Aistrup 
and Mr. Funder, two Danish gentlemen 
living in the same house as the de- 
ceasoil, gave evidence that the deceased 
during’ the last fortnight at times had 
appeared in a nervous and excited state ; 
and that he one morning had complained 
of having passed a very bad night with 
fever and hallucinations, adding that he 
had felt like going out of his mind. Do- 
ceased had, as usual, left the house early 
on Friday morning and not come back 
during the day for his meals, which was, 
however, no uncommon thing. His bed 
had no’ appearance of having been 
ocoupied during Friday night. 

On this evidence the Danish Consul 
found no reason to make further en- 
quiries, there being no reason to suspect 
that any erime had been committed. 

« Whe body was handed over to friends of 
the deceased, by whom it was interred 
on Sunday afternoon at the Jewish 
Cemetery on the Bubbling Well Road, in 
the presence of about fifty sympathisers, 
including 2 number of the dead man’s 
business associates, bearing floral tributes. 
‘The service was in Yiddish, and there 
wore the customary prayers by orphans as 
the filling of the grave approached com- 
pletion. 
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|THE VALUE OF THE 
| MOTHER PLAYS.” 


On the evening of the 13th the members of 
the Union Church Literary and Social Guild 
listened to a most interesting and thought- 
ful paper delivered by Miss Law, the sub- 
jJect being “The Value of The Mother 
Plays.” A large number of vocal illustra- 
tions were sung by Miss Molly Lunt in a 
very pleasing manner, and were much en- 
joyed by the audience. 

Miss Law spoke of the great value of the 
Mother Plays in the education of the baby, 
and read an extract from “Love and Law in 
Child Training,” showing kow important it 
is to familiarise the child from the earliest 
age with plays of a good moral tone, giving 
a5 an example two versions of a well-known 
nursery rhyme. Speaking of the Kinder- 
gurten system, instituted by Froebel, Miss 
Law said how the commonest practices to- 
wards children are made to convey ideas to 
the child. The young infant in the home 
first learns by the sense of touch, and the 
elementary nursery rhymes sung to it, in 
which the of the face are touched, 
are made the means of its education, by 
giving rise to sensations. ‘These, by con- 
stat repetition, are impressed upon tho 
baby brain, until one day they have effect 
in ‘imitation. As the infant grows it 
is gradually acquainted with plays in which 
the various parts of the body are concerned. 
‘The hands, arms, fingers, and feet are ex- 
ercised, causing” physical stimulation as 
well as brain activity. At first, the child’s 
only means of expression is movement, but 
the mother, seeking for further develop- 
ment, uses language in her plays, and by 
constant reiteration at last brings an an- 
swering imitative lisp from the child. Great 
importance is given to this faculty of 
imitation, and the plays afford happy op- 
portunities for the repetition of certain 
wonds and actions, which are of infinite value 
to this natural tendency. 

Speaking of the master who accomplished 
so much for the children, Miss Law said: 
““Frosbel studied childhood and motherhood 
in their inmost union and their reciprocal 
influence. He sought for the point of con- 
tact between the manifested needs of the 
one and the instinctive effort of the other 
to mest such needs. ‘This point of contact 
he found in the nursery shymes and in the 
umhymed gumes which had been nursery 
favourites for unknown ages. He defined 
to himself the unconscious ideal which 
created these rhymes and games and set 
himself the task of giving them a conscious 
embodiment.” 

‘At the conelusion of the paper a hearty 
vote of thanks was accorded Miss Law for 
her interesting paper, and also to Miss Molly 
Lunt for her rendering of the Kindergarten 
songs.

AT NEWCHWANG. 


‘The following letter has been sent to us 
for publicati 
Newchwang, 2rd March, 1904. 

Dean Da. Riowanp,—A general’ meeting 
of the foreign residents of Nowchwang was 
convened at the parsonage on tho afternoon 
of tho 2ist inst. ‘The occasion of the meot- 
ing was the reosipt of a telegram from the 
Shanghai International Red Cross Society 
offering assistance. 

‘There was a large and represontative 
gathering, J. J. Frod. Bandinel, Esq., 
German Vico-Conpul, occupied the chair and 
among others present were H. B, Miller, 
Esq., United States Consul, Captain Barton, 
H. M. 8. Espidgle, etc. Soveral War Uor- 
respondents of leading British and American 
Journals were also present, 

‘After discussion the meeting unanimously 
resolved to form a branch of ths International 
Red Cross Society in Newchwang ; to elect 
a general Committes of ten isembers; to 
issue an appeal for local subscriptions, and 
generally to forward the benevolent ‘work 
of the Society. A general Committee was 
subsequently elected, represontative of six 
nationalities—American, British, _ Russian, 
German, Danish and Chinese. 

The first meeting of the Genaral Committes 
was held on the afternoon of the 22nd when 
the following officials wore duly ap- 
pointed :— 

Chairman of Committes—Mr. H. B. Miller 

Secretary—Rev. James Webster. 

Treasurer—Dr. C. do B. Daly. 

‘Messrs. Bush Bros were appointed 
bankers, and the Chairman, Secretary and 
‘Treasurer auditing Committee, accounts to 
be audited at least once a month, 

‘The general Committeo divided itsolf into 
two sub-committees for practical administra- 
tion, one being charged with purely hospital 
work, and the other with refuges aid 
administration. Arrangements were mado to 
appeal locally for subscriptions and dona- 
tions both from foreigners and Chinese. 

‘Through the kindness of the Ohairman 
accommodation has been ab the 
American Consulate for a central office, and 
all correspondence and records regarding the 
Society's operations will bo kept by the 
General Secretary at this office, All com- 
munications, orders for supplies, ote., other 
than local must pass through 'the general 
office. 

Tt was also agreed to notify tho Ministers 








of the Treaty Powers, the Chinese Govern- 
ment, the Civil Administrator of Newchwang, 
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and the Chairman of the Municipal Council 
of Tientsin of the formation of this organisa- 
tion and of the work it proposes to do. 

The Red Cross Sub-committee were 
euthorised to prepare and equip the hospital 
for the of fifty patiente, and the 
Refuges Ald Sub-committee were also 
authorised to take steps to prepare for 
eventualities. 

The Secretary was requested to wire the 
General Committee in Shanghai of this local 
organisation explaining the probabilities of 
Refugee Aid and other works. I may add, 
that hostilities in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of this port are regarded as probable 
and imminent and in view of this the utmost 
expedition is 7 

Doubts have been cast upon the likeli- 
hood of either the Russian or Japaneso 
availing themselves of outside assistance, 
and delay in taking steps suggested until 
this has been ascertained, But the general 
fecling seams to be that this uncertainty 
should not in anyway restrain us from taking 
tullvu, ond st tenet. providing a strongly 
equipped base hospital at Newohwang which 
would be available for the wounded of both 
bolligerents if they required its use and 
chose to use it, and also for the success of 
wounded noncombatants of whom there 
will doubtless be many as time wears on. 

Tn the event of certain things befalling— 
and nothing is more likely—what are the 
masses of the population to do? With alien 
armies in their midst numbering close on 
million men} great tracts of land unsown ; 
villages and towns destroyed grain and fuel 
at famino prices: no grain to be had per- 
haps, because required for the support of 
the aliens, whose very existence may depend 
upon it; a long-drawn-out war, probably 
winter campaign—and ono foresees a con- 
dition of things throughout these provinoes 
Defore Christanas comes round, a condition 
of famine and distress, of human want and 
misery, so intense in’ ite severity, and so 
widespread in its reach as to tax tho ability 
of the charitable world to cope with. Steps 
should be taken in time. 

Some outside relief agency in tho interests 
of the Chinese inhabitants of the country 
seems essential. ‘The opposing armies will 
have their hands too full of their own affairs 
to care much ‘how it fares with the natives.

IN CHINA. 


Drar Bert,—There aro groat changes 
going on here now. We are informed that 
the railway from Hankow going north- 
wards has reached a district some 250 
miles away. Tho chief town named in 
this connection is Choukiakou. 

To us who know the old way of cover- 
ing the distance between these two 
market places the news reads like a fairy 
tale. 

Bight hundred li on a two-shafted, 
single-wheoled barrow with its matting 
awning and its side extensions for recl 
ing at full length; and sixteen days of 
weary trudging for the men reads some- 
what different to the announcement that 
a train loaves Hankow for the North 
every morning. 

So the glory has departed; it is no 
longor Interior. The people ‘living up 
there must have an uncomfortable feeling 
of skulking on the borders of the home- 
land instead of being as they thought a 
little. time ago far, far, away in heathen 
darkness dwelling. No more, therefore, 
the long day on the barrow with only some 
twenty to twenty-five miles to show for it 
at night; no more the stops by the wayside 
pools in summer where we washed the 
sweat from our steaming bodies, and wrung

out our towels in the water to help us on 
the next stage; no more the fight with 
smoke and fleas in the inns, and the 
depressing influence of damp, dirty, and 
@ark rooms; no. more the haggling 
over the amount to be paid on that 
road; yes, and no more the story- 
telling “and the story-hearing at the 
rest places,—it has all gone, and in 
its place has come tho railway train. 
T must seek an early opportunity to visit 
the old scenes and feel the sensation of 
flying over the ground we once sauntered 
along. No doubt we shall be able to 
Took out of the carriage windows and see 
the telegraph poles, and the advertise- 
ment boards all along the way. 

‘To speak of another matter, according, 
to the new postal rates just out, our friends 
up there will be in what is called the steam 
zone. The country has been divided 
into three zones which remind me very 
much of the zones in oot sencol 

egteshy: “he. post office people 
Shange the order and give us the tem 
perate zone first, thon tortid or middle 
zone, and, lastly, the frigid or inter-zone. 
Tvs bit puzzling at first to see just what 
they mean. It works out something like 
this. You pack up your parcel. Then you 
sum up in your mind the chances it will 
have of arriving in good condition 
tis left open for cheapness. Tl 
decided, you weigh it. If it is open it 
has one limit of weight allowed to it, if 
closed ‘another. ‘Then you knit your 
brows {and ask, Which zone? let 
me see, why this is Kinagea and the 
parcel is going to that city up 
Korth just clear’ of the steam zone, 
but still in the province; — thon 
it must be—provineial and. inter-zone?” 
‘The answer is “yes” and you know you will 
be charged only half the inter provincial 
rate. Should the place be across the 
border in another province, why, of 
course, you will be charged full fare. 

One wonders how the Chinese take 
to the terms or names. 

We notice too that a parcel passing 
botween two Interior provinces pays less 
than one passing from the steam zone to 
the inland zone. Of course no one 
professos to understand it all yot. 
No doubt but that the safe thing todo 
would be, if you are a very busy person, 
to stick ‘on stamps sufficient to cover 
any zone in the eighteen provinces or 
beyond; but, for the wakening up of the 
postal assistants, it might be better to 
begin with stamps to cover the steam 
zone. Should your boy bring it back, 
add the extra for inter-zone, provincial, 
and if this fails you can oasily produce 

































the balance to bring up the amont to 
inter-zone, inter-provincial rates. We 
all hope to seo the scheme clearly in time, 





as it exists in the mind of the originator 
of it. Meanwhile China will handle fewer 
parcels, but get more money nevertheless. 
‘The post-office people have prepared a 
map showing all the stations throughout 
the Empire. If they would also issue one 
giving the steam zone for the different 
centres, a busy community would be grate- 
ful. Here is a new field for some enter- 
prising person desiring fame. Out here 
now, nothing does so well as book pro- 
ducing. If you have a smattering of 
Chinese,and a teacher. at $10a month, 
youcan easily launch something on along. 
suffering Chinese people. 

Should my letters become shorter and 
more irregular in their arrival you can 
think of me perhaps steeping my brains 
in some back room trying to hit on a 
congenial theme.

HISTORIES OF THE 
WAR. 


Both our enterprising contemporat 
at Kobe have begun the publication of 
serial histories of the war. The first num- 
ber of that issued by the ‘Kobe 
Herald,” a closely-printed pamphlet of 
33 pages, justifies the Editor's claim in 
his introductory note that it is an hon- 
est and impartial account of the cau 
of the war, going back to the Boxer rising 
in China in 1900 and including a reprint 
of the Japanese white-book, and of the 
operations on land and sea up to the 
end of March. The record, which will 
be found very interesting to the contem- 
porary reader and invaluable to the 
future historian, is very fully illustrated. 
‘The cover presents a photograph of the 
Japanese ironclad Asama; there are 
plans of the battle of Chemulpo, and the 
first attack on Port Arthur, and a map 
of North-west Corea, and a large number 
of photographs of scenes in connection 
with the sinking of the Varyag and 
Koréetz. The Diary of the War is 
carefully compiled and the compre- 
hensive record that follows is ably 
written, and will make this “War 
Supplement,” as it is modestly term- 
ed, a most valuable work of refer- 
ence if it is continued on the scale 
of this first number. ‘There is a note on 
the Treaty of Alliance between Japan 
and Corea, from the “Corea Review,” 
and a complete list of the warships of 
the two combatants. ‘The number costs

the Russo-Japanese War” issued by tho 
“Kobe Chronicle,” in a handsome

A 
map of Corea on a small scale is given 
on the cover, there is a plan of the 
harbour of Port Arthur, and there are 
portraits of the Emperors of Russia and 
Japan, bird's-eye views of Port Arthur 
and Viadivostock, and excellent photo- 
graphs of the wrecks of the Sungari and 
Varyag in Chemulpo harbour.

The claim of Rud. Wahl, jr., & Cu., Ld, 
shipowners and merchants “of Cologne, 
Germany, against, Moller & Oo., Ld., ship 
brokers, Shanghai, for return of commis- 
sion alleged to ‘have been wrongfully 
charged and collected, was prosecuted by 
Mr. Symonds for Messrs. Drummond, 
White-Cooper and Phillips, who had been 
retained by the plaintiff dra ‘Me. Arthur 
Moller, a member of the defendant firm, 
appeared to resist the claim. 
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The petition showed that in August 
1908 the plaintiffs entered iuto a charter | 
party, bearing date 3rd August, with C 
Bowar & Go., merchants, Shanghai. 
Bowar & Co. therein agreed to charter| 
their steamer Loyal on time charter. 
Defendants as brokers were privy to 
the making of that charter. By clause 
29 of it, they were to receive from 
plaintiffs ’ commission at the rate of 
two and a half per cent on the gross 
amount of charter money earned by the 
Loyal. Defendants had received {rom the 
charterers on behalf of the plaintiffs 
the sum of $3,000 (Hongkong currency.) 
Plaintifly having allowed defendants $225 








‘commission, complain that defendants had | 


deducted and retained $811.33, remitting 
only #1,963.67 of the $3,000 collected by 
them. This suit was for the refundment 
of the balance with costs of action. 

Defendant denied the terms quoted in 
respect of commission, admitted receiving 
$3,000, and explained that sn amount of 
$436.38 paid into Court was deducted for 
tonnaxe dues in respect of another vessel, 
which had‘nothing to do with this action, 
and so was surrendered. 

His Lordship—So the sum in dispute 
vow, is $375 ?—Mr. Symonds—Yes, my 

ord. 

Mr. Moller asked his Lordship to 
remember that throughout the sums men- 
tioned were all in Hongkong currency, 
the difference being about four points. 
Defendant's answers to some inquiries by 
his Lordship heing unsatisfactory, his 
Lordship remarked that he should have 
‘come prepared with his case. 

‘Mx. Symonds explained that the charter 
was for four months at $6,009 per month 
and defendants claiming two and a half 
per cent on $24,000 they had retained $600. 
Mhey (plaiatif’s) alleged that defendants 
were entitled to no more than the commis- 
jotual earnings; and as a 
matter of fact th cancelled in 
‘month and a half, so the ship, instead of 
earning $24,000, earned $9,000. 

‘Mr. Moller said the charter party had 
been altered in Hongkong by the agent 
of the steamer, after it had left Shanghai. 
From clause 29 had been erased the words 
“ship lost or not lost, charter cancelled 
or not cancelled.” [This clause referred 
to the brokers’ commission.) 

Tn reply 10 his Lordship, Mr. Symond» 
admitted that the charter left Shanghai 
certvinly as Mr. Moller said. At Hong- 
kong, plaintiff's agents refused to sign it 
with those words included, and Mi. Bune 
defendunts? agent there, erased them and 
the defendants (when the charter was 
returned to thein) never raised any 
objections. 

ir. Moller denied that Mr. Mune was 
defendants’ agent. He was a broker 
employed by the agents of Rud. Wabl and 
Co., Messrs Sander, Wieler and (C 
merchants, Hongkong, and had no authority 
whatever from defendants. 

Mr. Symonds explained that Sander, 
Wieler and Co, were the agents for the 
owners of the Loyal, and being instructed 
to find a chart: the ship, they put 
themselves in communication with Mr. 
Bune, a broker in Hongkor 
municsted with the defendant ‘Shangh: 
who arranged the charter with Bowar a1 
Co. Bowar and Co., failed, and the charter 
was cancelled. When Sander, Wieler and 
Co. saw the whole of clause 29 in the 
charter, they sent it to Mr. Bune to be 
altered. He struck out the words.men- 
tioned and signed it. 

‘Mr. Symonds pnt in all the correspond- 
ence he had concerning the case, and 
tached great importance to a long letter 
written to defendants by his firm, urging a 
Friendly settlement, and pointing out the 
unreasonableness of their charge, and men- 







































tioning that they had objected to the de- 


duction at the time. 








His Lordship asked for that objection, 
which was not produced, and pointed out) 


that Drummond and White-Cooper's letter 
after the event was not admissible as 
evidence. Plaintiffs would have to prove 
that the amended charter was sent to 
defendants, or they would lose their case. 
‘Mr. Symond’s assertion that they kuew 
of the erasure and acquiesced was not 
sufficient. 

Mr. Symonds quoted White Against 
Turnbull Martin & Company (Aspinall’s 
Maritime Cases, vol. 8, page 406 ; and 
Law Times Report, vol. refit, ‘page 
726) as a case on ali fours. His Lordship 
admitted the similarity but insisted th 
it did not cover the need for proof o! 
Mr. Symond’s assertion re defendants? 

tion and acquiescence 
fr. Symonds urged that the charter as 
it now stood spoke for itself. 

Albert Sander, German subject. and 
partner in the firm of Sander, Wieler & Co., 
with a branch in Shanghai, gave evidence 
in support of Counsel's statements. Com- 
mission was arranged to be paid only on 
actual earnings. 

His Lordship—Where is that letter ? 

Witness had not got it with him. Opi- 
nio: s he proceeded to give as to customs in 
brokerage and customary forms of charter 
parties were declared inadmissible. To his 
Observation that “Mfr. Bune would nothave 
taken buck the charter and altered it if he 
had not agreed to it,” His Lordship replied 
that there was no evidence that Mr. Bune 
had done so. According to the charter 
produced, Mr. Bune was named us the 
agent for the 

Mr. Symonds—But, my Lord, we didn’t 
sign it till it was altered, 

is Lordship—That is what I warmed 
you about, You haven't proved it yet. 

Mr. Symonds submitted that the defen- 
dants had taken more than the charter 
allowed them, and that it was for them to 
prove that the plaintiffs had agreed to pay 
so much. f 

His Honour replied that it had been 
stated that the change was made before the 
charter was cancelled. ‘That had to be 
taken so far as it went, ‘This was a matter 
of $875. There was a good desl to be said 
on both sides. It was easy to appreciate 
the view of the ship owners, who did not 
like to pay on the charter that had proved 
so disastrous to them. If it were a matter 
of principle, His Lordship would nt have 
interposed as he had. At present _he was 
inclined to think that if Mr. Symonds 
stopped his case where it stovd, he 
would lose it. His Lordship was quite 
prepared to give Mr. Symonds further 
time; but the question was whether it 
would not be better for everybody con- 
cerned that there should be a compromise. 
Tf the charter were in its original form, 
defendants were entitled to the money ; 
if in its present form, they were not. Mr. 
Symonds admitted 'that it was not as it

I have here copies of 
British Consular lot 4081. By the title deed 
I do not claim éhe half creek. ‘The bound- 
ary is given as the creck. Here is a copy 
of the deed for lot 4454, with copy of the 
official plan, which the Court will remem- 
ber is the whole of these lots, coloured pink, 
on the south of the creck. ‘The Court will 
perhaps remember that it is composed of 
German Consular lots 188 and 189, which 
became British Consular lot 4454 on the

Mr, MoNeill—It is admitted that the 
creck running through the land has been 
culverted. é 

‘Mr. Phillips—I have here some copies of 
correspondence, including letters written by 
Mr. Bland. 

‘Mr. Ellis—That comprises the whole of 
the correspondence that took place between 
‘Mr. Ambrose for Mr. Hardoon and Mr. 
Mayne and Mr. Leveson and Mr. Bland on 
behalf of the Council. 

‘Mr. Phillips—I aloo hand up the original 
correspondence with Mr. Pitzipios. Here i 
the original title deed of British Consular 
Job 4081. 

Mr. MeNeill—It does not say in the Eng- 
lish translation which creek that endorse- 
ment refers to, but in the Chinese deed it 
says the creck in the middle of the lot. J 
had no opportunity of seeing the deed until 
just now. 

Mr, Phillips—I will only say, Sir, that if 
here had been any application by Mr. Mo- 
Neill to soe any document in our possession, 
hat opportunity would have been accorded 
at once. 

‘Mr. McNeill—I saw some documents, of 
which this was not one. 

Mr. Ellis—To a certain extent, Mr. Me- 
Neill is right. ‘Thero has been no disposition 
on our part to conceal any document; but 

thore were so many of them, and even Mr. 
McNeill seemed to be at sea as to what he 
wanted, If there is anything to be said on 
this point, I hope the Court will take this 
into account. 

‘The President—Mr. McNeill will have 
covery opportunity of seoing anything be 
wants to, because the Court will not sit to 
morrow. ' The adjournment until Friday will 
afford him ample time. 

James Ambrose, architect and surveyor, 
deposed that he had been in that, profession 
ubout 36 years, 26 years in Shanghai. 

Mr, Ellis—Consequently your knowledge 
of the history of the Settlement so far as 
land is concerned is extonsive?—Yes. 

And with regard to the land and surround- 
ings and the creck in question you are 
thoroughly conversant ?—Yes. 

‘You have, so to speak, been advising and 
looking after the interests of Mr. Hardoon’ 
=Yes. 

And acting on his behalf in communications 
with the Municipal Council and  ofher 

‘ons ?—Yes. 

T have before me a letter addressed by 
you, dated 11th November, 1903. addressed 
to Mr. Charles Mayne. (Mr. Ellis reads 
letter, with reference to quantity of tubes 
required for certain work.) What led to the 
writing of that letter?—After Mr. Hardoon 
juad purchased the land on both sides of the 
‘Yangzeenpong Creek, I suggested if he could 
gota small piece at the south-west, corner 
of his lot it might be advisable to eliminate 
the cresk from the centre of his property, 
and bring it along the west side. Mr. 
Hardoon and I went to see Mr. Mayne to 
ask if the Couneil would have any objections. 
Mr. Mayne thought not, saying that it might 
even improve the drains if the creck were 
diverted to the side of the Bubbling Well 
Road. It meant the loss of a number of 


























trees and Mr. Hardoon decided to abandon 
the idea. I asked Mr. Mayne then about 
culverting, and what the probable size of 
the cement concrete tubes would be. Mr. 
Mayne thought about four fect would be 
‘sufficient, as other properties alongside the 
road had been so culverted. He said he had 
not many in stock and asked how many 
would be required. I wrote that letter, in 
which I gave him the length required, 400 
yards, and suggested that the pipes be made 
on the ground. 

Now, Mr. Ambrose, in order to make 
it quite clear, when discussing the culverting, 
did you say how much of this creek you 
Pro) to culvert on behalf of Mr. 
Hardoon?—I gave him the length required. 

‘Can you give the Court some iden us to 
how far that culverting would have extended 
at that time?—Roughly speaking, from the 
eastern boundary of the property—about 35 

‘the small creek running south. 

Mr. Ellis (addressing the Court)—You will 
see on your plan, Sir, the letters AB. It 
ig up to that creek which runs a little beyou | 
the property. (To witness.) Now, did Mr. 
Mayne raise any objections at that interview, 
in any sbape or form?—No. None whatevei. 
T asked Mr. Mayiie if he would supply pipes 
and do the work. He said he didn’t see his 
way to do it in consequence of the shortage 
of labour. 

Did this disposition of the Council, with 
regard to supplying materials, allow the 
culverting / go to any extent?—Yes. Mr. 
Mayne sent down Mr. Harpur to say that 
in consequence of the lateness of the season 
it would take some time to make there four- 
feet tubes, and as they had plenty of three- 
feet tubes’ in stock, he suggested we should 
put a double row of these in 

(Mfr. Fis reads a. letter from Mr. Mayne 
to Mr, Ambrose, referring to Harpur’s con- 
versation, double row of threo feot tubes 
would est Tle, 22 more per chang thn a 
single row of four feot tabes.) In respect 
of that letter, did you write on bebalf of 
Mr. Hardon ‘with regard to accepting the 
tubes of the size suggested by Mr. Mayne?— 
Yes. 

Is that the letter of the 14th November? 
—Y¥es, (Mr. Ellis reads it. It agrees to the 
double row of three-feet tubes, and asks Mr. 
Maytie to reconsider his decision with regard 
to doing the work, which, if undertaken by 
him, writer feels sure would be satisfactory.) 

Have you seen the letter of the 16th 
November, Mayne to  yourself?—Yes. 
‘Accompanying this letter, if I remember 
rightly, was a delivery order for these 400 
three-feet tubes. (Mr. Ellis reads letter, in 
which Mr. Mayne regrets, owing to scarcity 
of labour, cannot undertake to carry out the 
work.) 

Did you in consequence of the negotiations 
proceeding so satisfactorily 60 far proceed 
to apply for permission to culvert the creek? 
—Yes. 

Ts that (produces letter) the application? 
Yes, (Mr. Ellis reads it.) After that, 
did sou receive permission to culvert?—No. 

In consequence of not receiving i, did you 
write a letter dated the 30th November?— 
Yes. I saw Mr. Mayne in the meantime, 
to know why, after promising the tubes, 
the permission’ was not given. He drew my 
attention to the fact that there was some 
slight difficulty with regard to culverting the 
whole of that creek. If I applied for per- 
mission to culvert a portion of it, to the 
western bridge, he thought it would be 
granted. 

‘Then you wrote this letter of the 30th 
November!—Yes. (Mr. Ellis reads. Ambrose 
asks Mayne, as there seems to be difficulty 
about part of the length, to allow the rest 
to remain in abeyance until Ambrose can 
consult, Mr. Hardoon.) 

Did you receive a reply to that?—(After 
a pause.) I do not remember it. 

I want to know whether you are conver- 
sant with the letter addressed by Mr. Love- 

















son to you on the 3rd December.—Yes. I 
think I remember it. 





(Mr. Ellis reads letter acknowledging 
Ambrose’s letters of 2ist and 30th November 
and drawing his attention to repeated 
allusions in last three Municipal reports to 
the need of keeping open, clean, and clear, 
such natural tidal creeks. The Council 
directed writer to make proposals for Mr. 
Hardoon’s approval, as read by Mr. Phillips 
in opening.) 

What was the particular objection to that 
proposal, contained in that third paragraph? 
—I replied to that letter giving the objec- 
tions to it. There were two reasons. Une 
was that Mr. Hardoon did not own the piece 
of land on the south-west corner of the lot; 
and the second was that he coiild not see 
his way to sacrifice the trees, which would 
have bad to -be cut down or pulled up on 
the line of the diversion. 

What would you say about sacrificing all 
those trees, so far as this particular pro- 
perty is concerned?—It would be very 
detrimental. They give a good deal of privacy 
from the Bubbling Well Road. 

‘Are there treas along the whole longth of 
the property ?—Yes, practically, but at this 
wedge-shaped corner of 2063 there are not 
so many. Right along to the road extension 
they are plentiful. 

Now in this same letter to which I have 
referred, 3rd December, 1903, written by Mr. 
Loveson, there is this paragraph : “A further 
‘advantage is that tho new creek line would 
be valuable for the widening of the Bubbling 
Well Road in the future.” Does that strike 
you as if the Council thought of culverting 
the crock at some time in the future?—Yes, 

Would it necessarily mean the culverting 
of that oreek’—Yes. Culverting or filling 
in. If filling in, they would have to find 
come other method of taking the contents 
to the Yungzeonpang. 

Did you write, for Mr. Hardon, for per- 
mission to ereot a boundary wall along this 
property ?—Yes. 

Look at that letter. What is the date?— 
Sth December. (Mr. Ellis reads witness's 
request for leave to build wall along boundary 
of Cadastral lot 2435.) 

Am I right in saying that, permission was 
granted by the Council to erect the wall up 
to a certain point?—Yes, subsequently, after 
some correspondence, from 2455 to 243/. 
At what points did the Council object to 
allow the boundary wall to be erected !— 
Between the eastern boundary of 2437 and 
the eastern boundary of 2438. 

Can you inform the Court why the Council 
wore indisposed to allow it to go as far as 
you applied for?—I do not know the reason, 
except what is in the letters. 

Have you submitted to the Council a plan 
for the proposed wall?—Yes. 

Do you recognise this plan?—Yes. 

How was it made, and where did it go for 
consideration?—It went to Mr. Mayne. ‘The 
outlines are taken by me from the tmcings 
supplied by the Council. ‘That outline is 
taken from the Council's plan. 

Will you tell the Court whether that 
boundary wall proposes to interfere with the 
highway?—Most decidedly not. 

‘And to your knowledge, this plan has been 
put before Mr. Mayne and the Coun 
Before Mr. Mayne, certainly. 

(Here Mr. Ellis’ reads letter dated 28th 
December, to show that theCouncil had con- 
sidered said plan. Letter acknowledges 
receipt of application to Muncipal Engineer, 
and encloses Council's permit to erect 
boundary wall. It is writton to Mr. Ambrose. 
by Mr. Bland, and in one place says: “I 
communicated with you under Council’s 
instructions on the 24th inst.") 

Experiencing this difficulty, can you state 
whether anything of the mature of a com- 
promise was brought before the Council or 
any members of it?—Yes. ‘There was a com- 
promise suggested, which, so far as I am 
aware, the Chairman and the Surveyor saw. 
‘you recognise that as the plan that went 
before Mr. Mayne and Mr. Edo?—Yes. 

‘Will you point out how far it is a com- 
promise?—(Witness takes plan and using 
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index finger says:) Mr. Hardoon offers to 
surrender this small, triangular bit of 2003, 
and to continue the wall down the ceatee 
of ‘the creek, which would increase the 
Bubbling Well’ Road at one point to thixty 
niné-feet-two and higher up to forty-one- 
five. That means, of course, if the crees be 
culverted. 

What was the result with regard to that 

second plin?—Nothing came of it. 
__ Did that second plan depend on the culvert- 
ing of the creek?—Yes. We could not sot 
the wall in without culverting the creek at 
this second portion. 

‘That would be after culverting tubes had 
been laid down?—Oh yes. It could not be 
before. © 

Now. Are you conversant with the district 
af Hongkew?—Yeo. Fairly well. 

(Mz. Phillips had been audibly “prompt- 
fg” Mr. Ellis for some time, and Mr. 
HMeNeill objected that it also ‘prompted ” 
the witness.) 

Bir. Phillips—I am sorry if it disturbs you. 
Tam doing nothing irregular, in talking with 
my leuned friend. I am very astonished 
you should make these ill-tempered observa 
tions. 

‘Mr. Ellis (continuing examination)—Please 
look at that cadastral plan of the Hongxew 
Settloment.—Yes. 

Will you point out to the Court any creeks 
there thut have been culverted by the Council 
to your knowledge?—Yes. (Using index 
finger again.) From the Hongkew éreok— 
North Honan Road—now known as the Hai- 
ming Road—almost up to the North Chin- 
Kiang Road, and portions west of that. 
Another creok, that so fur as i know has 
no name, has been culverted and now forms 
pur of the Muinhead and Kwenming Roads. 
‘Phere is another south of that, Ward Road 
in front of the Municipal jail, that has been 
culverted; and I think Wayside Police 
Station is built over the creek. ‘There may 
be others. I don’t quite know. 

Aro these all tidal creeks?—Yes. 

Do you kuow anything about creeks in 
other heighbourhoods?—A portion of Wei- 
baiwei Road is formed by culvorting a brarch 

















Ir, MeNeill (rising to cruss-oxayin 
With regard to the objections to Lho diversion 
of the creek, you siid there were two, 1 
think, One that Mr. Hardoon was not the 
owner of a necessary piece of land ?—Yes. 

‘And the other that there would be some 
suctifice of some valuable trees?—Yes. He 
could not continue down the Yungzeen creek 
because he didn’t own all the property. 

‘Tho objection confines itself to two bits 
of the svad, relating to two different strips 
of the proposed diversion?—It is the same 
crock. 

With regard to the diversion along the 
Bubbling Well Road, the objection was the 
‘eacrifive of trees. With regard to the No. 
5 Extension, it didn't belong té Mr. 
Hardoon’—Yes. Ho could not continue the 
creck any further than his own property 
extended, There was no other objection so 
far as I am aware.

The President—I understand that Mr. 
MeKeill’s corftention is that the Council have 
an absolute right to forbid the culverting of 
the creek without assigning any reason what- 
ever. 
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Mr. McNeill—This - Court will ~ ingui 
whether this creek falls within the Bye-laws. 
It may say it does or it does not. If it does 
come within that section of the Bye-law, 
the Council has control over it, Having 
decided that it is within the Byelaws, and 
the Council having control over it, the 
Court will not begin to exumine whether the 
Council was right or wrong. ‘This Court will 
not wish to sit here and decide whether one 
medical opinion rather than another should 
be followed. It will consider that the 
Council in the exercise of their reasonable 
discretion, took the advice of their medical 

officer. 

‘Tho President (after consulting his ool- 
Jeagues)—The Court will hear the evidence. 

Dr. Paulun deposes that he is a doctor of 
medicine. 

Mr. Ellis—How many years have you 
practised in Shanghai?—About thirteen years, 

‘Do you happen to know the property owned 
by the plaintiff in this action, on the Bubbling 
Well Road?—Yes, 

For what length of time —About ton 
years. 

Have you had occasion within the last four 
or ‘five 'years to have made some lose 
inspection of this property !—Not very close. 
Only when the German Aliitary authorities 
inspected the place for the erection of a mili- 
tary hospital there, I talked the matter over 
with some medical friends of mine whether 
it was advisible to have a hospital there. 
In the beginning the question was not raised, 
only after the inspection by a higher medical 
man from Tientsin, it was considered whether 
the hospital should remain there or not. As 
they had no other grounds, they left it there. 
It was always thought a great disadvantage 
to have the open creek there. It was thought 
of removing the hospital at a later date to 
another plice but cireumstances eventually 
nade it unnecessary. 

You knew the condition of the creek then? 
—Yes. It was full of stagnant, emelliay 

water, swarming with mosquitoes. 

In your opinion as a medical man would 
you consider that creek a sunitary danger 
to the houses near it?—Y. A medical man 
would not live there without trying to havo 
everything done to culvert or fill it up, if 
possible. 

In your opinion would the process of cule 
veiting be a source of danger to anybody? 
—I don’t think so. There are two reasons 
which might be given against it. One point 
—in some way a technical point—would be 
whether the silting up of the creek would 
be in any way possible. I don't think that 
would be the case. ‘The smooth ‘surface of 
the culverts would make it unlikely; and 
‘at the sune time the culvert ought to be s0 
high that a man could crawl through it and 
clean it, mechanically, every fow weeks. The 
other point may be’ that at both ends of 
the culvert, filthy, putrid emanations might 
affect the neighbourhood, but experience has 
shown, in Shanghai, that this is of vory little 
impowance, and that such emanations aro 
not so bad’ that they give xise ‘to any com: 
pinint. 

‘Mr. MeNeill—Roughly speaking, you are 
in favour of culverting creeks in general ?— 
‘Yes. Experience has shown that it has had 
a good effect in Shanghai. 

‘And in particular, you are in favour of cul 
verting the Yangkingpang?—Yes. 

Do you know that your opinion is not 
shared’ by the Health Officer, Dr. Stanley ?— 
I believe be has changed a’ bit lately. 

Dr. Reid deposes that he is a doctor of 
medicine. 

Mr. EllisHow long have you been 
practising in Shenghoi?—About seventeen 
yeas. i i 

Do you happen t» be acquainted wit 
property of Mr. Hardoon?-—Yer 

‘Have you inspected that property on more 
than one occasion; and if you. have, wil 
you tell the Court the result?—I examined 
the creek in question on the 29th of last 
month and again twa days later. I found 
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the creek was practically a creek without 
any current. On the finst occasion there was 
only ubout six inches of waier in it and on 
the second at normal high tide, there was 
about a foot of water. 1t was about six or 
eight feet wide. At the time it had been 
ruining, and I could not say it was in a very 
fikhy state but it looked as if at times 1 
might be anything but pleasant. ‘There is a 
piystye quite uear it, and it seoms to be of 
the nature of a drain to the Chinese houses 
and others in the vicinity. > 

Tn your opinion, would it be detrimental 
to any persons oF to the public generally 
if this same creek were culverted?—I cannot 
see how it could be. 

Would you say it would be beneficial?— 
I should say it would be. 

Mr, MeNeill—Does that apply to creeks 
in general!—No. ‘To this one in particular. 

‘Speaking generally you are an advocate 
of culverting? Of the Yangkingpang for 
instance?—I have expressed thai opinion. 

‘Do you know whether Dr. Stanley is in 
agreement with your views!—I do not re- 
collect his opinion, but I believe he has 
written against it , 

‘Mr, Phillips—Dr. Paul Krieg is not here, 
but if my friend does not object, I have his 
report to a similar purport. 

‘Mx, MeNeill—1 do not object to your 
reading it, (Mr. Phillips reads i.) 

‘Mr, Phillips—My learned frieud, as 1 un- 
denstand, admits the Tuotai’s dispatch. Here 
is also a copy of Mr. Hardoon’s letter, and 
4 copy of that dispatch. Here is the 
application addressed to Mr. Pitzipios. 
I presume, Sir, my learned friend will admit 
the . agreement on the settlement of the 
Hongkew Boundaries in 1893, Here is the 
‘Trotai Li's proclamation of 1899 on the ex- 
tension of the boundary, and the dispatch of 
the Senior Consul Valdez in 1900. Hero is 
also the address of the Chairman of the 
Municipal Council, and I am sure my friend 
will admit the Byclaws. 

Mr, Ellis—My friend has omitted to state 
that. we propose to put in a copy of the of- 
ficial plan for Jot 2065, to which I shall inake 
relerouco in the course of my summing up, 
and I therefore wish to put it in now. 

Dr. McLeod deposed that he was a doctor 
of medicine. 

Mr, Phillips—How many years have y 
prctived in Shanghai?—Over twenty-six 
years. 

In March last, did you inspect the creek 
intersecting Mr. THardoon's property on the 
Bubbling Well Road?—I did. 

Did you make a fairly thorough inspection 
of the bed of the creek and surroundings? 
i did. 

Did you form aiiy opinion as to the pro- 
bable effect of culverting a portion of that 
creek, upon the sanitary condition of the 
surroundings?—I did. 

What is, shortly, your opinion?—It seam- 
ed to me that if the culverts were sutiiciently 
large, the sanitary conditions there would be 
improved. 

If the culverts were sufficiently large to 
satisfy the Council?—I am not prepared to 
say what size they ought to be. 

Tf lange enough from an engineerin 
of view, they would be beneticial 
it would, 

If necessary, you could give your ~e 
for that opinion?—Certainly. ‘The present 
bed of the creek is by no means smoot, 311 
the banks of the creek are in the same con- 
dition. They don’t assist the How of water, 
but rather impede it. 

It is a matter of commonsense that smooth 
culverts would make the flow easier?—Yes. 
‘These banks are constantly falling down, 
and matter is falling into the creek all the 
time, from them, and from the trees above. 
Organic. matter’ is being blown into the 
creck. ‘That is always insanitary, and would 
be avoided by culverting it over. 

Mr. MeNeill—I have no question to ask 
the Doetor. 

Mr, Ellis—That is our case, Sir. 
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‘Mr. McNeill—This case, as the Court will 
have understood, is nominally a claim by a 
gentleman, who alleges that he is the owner 
of certain porsions o1 the creek named in the 
petition, for an order that the Council should 
grant to him certain facilities in the matier 
of culverting, and in the matter of erecting 
a wall. ‘Chat is what the petition is, 
noutinally ; tuat is to say, on the face of it. 
1 think the Court must also have understood 
by this cime that the petition really is a 
claim that this Court should oy its decision 
assist a scheme for adding about three mow 
‘of public ereeic to what has been called “a 
‘compact little property of about sixty mow ;” 
and 1 may add, and ehall show presently, 
on terms of paying shenko for halt of what 
is proposed to be added to this sixty mow. 
1 lope to show with regard to this public 
creek, entirely apart from the Land Regu- 
lations and Bye-laws, and 1 think it must 
be uduitted, ‘that the Council have some 
kind of duties and some kind of rights with 
iegard to che creeks within the limits of 
these Settlements. I cay that in the first 
place, because, according to the proclaua- 
tion ‘to which Mr. Phillips has referred, 
there is a distinct statement to the effect 
that, by endorsement of existing and future 
regulations, protection will be afforded to 
graves, creeks, and other things. (Mr. 
McNeill reads clause of proclamation, 
published in the Report for 1900, towards 
the end, that all reguiations shall operate in 
the extension as originally framed and subse- 
quently added to.) I only say, with regard 
to that, putting aside specific Bye-laws, that 
it does appear that the Council, now that 
the Settlements have been extended to in- 
clude this Yungzeenpang, has some rights 
and duties connected with it. You will 
appreciate thac, with regard to public rights 
in general, thete is really uo other organisa- 
tion that cum take notice of encroachments 
upon public rights, and take measures to 
prevent them, except the Municipal Council. 
It is impossible for me to say thal 
case they act advisedly and properly, but at 
the sme time, I do say there is no other 
body which can more in the matter at all ex- 
copt the Council. On that view, if it comes to 
the notice of the Council that there is any 
encroachment on what it believes to be a 
public right, I should have the Court in 
agreement with me that it is their duty to 
prevent that encroachment. It should be 
able to act as a body, unitedly. It is 
particularly unfortunate that in ans 
particular case it should be obliged to take 
such action against, or in opposition to, one 
of its own members, and so be deprived of 
its united forces. "That, however, should 
not be a matter taken seriously into your 
consideration. In all cases where " the 
Council wish to act in support of public 
rights, it would rather act asa united body 
than as a body divided against itself. In 

of the fact that the Council has to take 
ion, a6 the only body which can do so, 
on information supplied it by its olficuls, 
we are in the position of asking the Court 
to do what the various members of the

-As L have said before, the actual case whic 

a roally have to. decide is whether the 
‘ourt will, by ils decision, allow a. private 
person to add to. his sixty mow of land the 
| three mow of public creek. Because that 
is the real question, the case has been so 
shaped that you cannot grant to ihe plain. 
diff the relief he elaims unless you decide 
first his title to these three mow of creek. 
That is the real question to which I propose 
to devote the main part of my angument. 
Of course, for the success of this petition, 
the plaintiff requires a certain mode of pro- 
sentation of his case, which I will roughly 
indicate as being such a lucid and simple 
| presentation of his title and of the docn- 
‘ments in support of it that the Court may 
right away assume the correctness of the 
allegations made, and devote the rest of its 
attention to whether the relief should or 









































should not bo granted. You will know as 
well as 1 whether that mode of presentation 
bas been followed. If the Court will 1ook 
at amended 4 of the petition; it 
alleges with reference to the plan attached 
to the amendment that certain portions of 
the creek on the south side belong to plain- 
tiff by virtuo of the original British Consular 
title deeds, land adjoining on the north side, 
and certain other portions belong to him by 
virtue of the dispatch of the Taoiai. When 
once the meaning of these dotted red Imes 
is explained, it is made clearer in the first 
instance that the consideration of this ques- 
tion of the plaintiff's title has been rather 
hampered by the annexation to the petition 
of what I may call an argumentative plan. 
I do not think any member of the Court 
can have derived any assistance whatever 
from ‘the study of the plan annexed to the 
original plan, It, deliberately I think, con- 
fuses the boundaries of the cadastral lot on 
the north side of the creek. No one could 
understand whut the eastern bot of 
2437 was. I think you must know’ the 
eastern boundary of 2437 is the eastern 
boundary of British Consular lot 2063, 
although here they are differently coloured 
and numbered, though identical in size. T 
do not wish to lead you very far into this 
field of study, because I think it is a con- 
fusing document. If I may say so, 1 think 
also that the presentation of the ‘case has 
been to some extent hampered by the wn- 
sslematic and very partial manner in which 
the evidence in support of plaintif’s petition 
hhas been presented. Of course when one 
alleges that one owns certain portions of a 
creek in virtue of original British deeds an! 
olticial plans, one may be supposed and 
expected to produce all the deeds in ques- 
tion on which one relies, and ail the oficial 
plans. Similarly, when one alleges that one 
owns certain portions of a creek in virtue of 
a dispatch by the ‘Tuotai, one would bs 
expected to produce such ‘dispatch, rathe* 
than a dispateh which says one is’ already 
the owner at the time of the date of the 
dispatch “of another portion altogether. 
1 think, also the presentation of this 
case in the matter of the title has beon 
sadly confused by the introduction at, the 
‘ast moment of an amendment which entivel; 
ulters the basis of plaintif’s claim. Whereis 
he alleges he will produce certain official 
deeds, he now says that with regard to 
faalf only of the creck which he owns a: 
will produce deeds. On the other halt, he 

ies on the dispatch of the Taotai. 1 want 
you to clewly understand, Sir, that, thers 
could be no doubt about it Plaintit’s caso 
zests upon proof that he is the owner o! 
certain portions of the creek by virtue of 
certain deeds and documents. ‘The defenuant 
Council by their answer practially put the 
plaintift to the proof of the whole of ins 
couse in the matter of title. With regard to 
culverting facilities and wall building, we 
40 a little farther. We don’ admit, that the 
plaintiff is in virtue of original British decds 
and ples the owner of portions which he 
says they give him, nor thut he is the owner 
of any portion given by the Taotai’s dispatch. 
With regard to the Rritish deeds and plans, 
u ther do purport to give him that. portion 
of the creek, they have long ago been 
superseded by the German deods, and by 
the British deeds and plans which likewise 
included no portion of the creck. ‘There is 
so doubt whatever that the deeds of lots 
1212, 1213, and 1214, which have beon put 
mm, do, according to terms, show the boun- 
dory of the half creek. ‘The official plans 
save not been produced. What they would 
Lave shown we do not know. 

‘Mr. Eltis—We have produced them. 

Mr. McNeill—That is my mistake, then. 
I beg your pardon. It is equally plain ¢hat, 
the otler-Iot in the so-called combined plan, 
2258, does not give the half creek as “the 
northern boundary. The Bubbling Well 
Road is the boundary with regard to British 
Consular lot 2258. (Lengthy pause, while 
Court examines plans.) To make it a hittle 
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plainer, I will just direct your attention to 
what is said on the plan annexed to the 
petition, with regard to certain alleged 
boundaries of British Consular lot 1609, 
which was the really original title deed with 
regard to this land. ‘fhe endorsement says 
this lot 2268 is made up of what was formerly 
a portion of 1669. That is the reason 1 
have so frequently referred to 1669, and the 
necessity of its production. However, were 
1s reference on the plan to British Consular 
Jot 1669 and its boundaries, which sets the 
northern boundary as the ‘Maloo and the 
creck, which bears out the suggestion [ now 
take that the boundaries of 2258 are towarus 
the western side, which only includes a small 
corner of 1669. ‘That commer opposite to the 
piece of Bubbling Well Road is properly 
Weseribed as bounded on the north by 
Bubbling Well Road and there is nothing to 
show that it includes any portion of the 
creek at all, ‘The official plan appears dis- 
tinetly to eliminate the creek. 

Tho Prosident—Which is to be taken as 
the ‘correct plan? The combined plan, or 

Mr. MeNeill—The official plan, Sir. 

Mr, Ellis—The combined pln was simply 
put in for the purpose of assisting the Court 
to follow the opaning remarks of the Counsel 
for the plaintitf, and also, possibly, the 
criticisms of the Counsel for the defendants. 
(Here Messrs. Ellis, Ambrose, and MeNeil 
whisper together.) 

Mr. McNeill—My friend asks mo to say, 
Six, that with regard to this combined plan, 
there bas been an omission of a red line. 
‘The gentleman who made it explains that 
he had only a document in black. ‘The red 
line which should bound the northern portion 
of British Consular lot 2258 has not been 
put in, 

‘The President—On this plan it is marked 
as if they were two lots, One going up to 
the shore of the creek, and the other running 
up to the road. 

‘Mr. MeNeill—There is no doubt that part 
of 2258 is on the south side of that creek. 
What we eay is that the portion on the 
north side excluded the creek, just as we sy 
the portion on the south excludes it. No 
portion’ of the creek was included in 1669, 
‘any more than it is now included in 2258. 

Consul Hagbergy—Was 1669 on the north 
bounded by the Maloof Is it the Maloo 
or the creek or both? 

Mr. MoNeill—Apparently both, Sir. When 
made into 2258 it is said to be bounded by 
‘the Bubbling Well Road. 

‘The President—It is very difficult to under- 
stand unless we have the original deed 
fore us. In the Chinese deeds the boundaries 
may be given as the Maloo and the creek, 
and that at that spot or somewhere near, it 
took a sudden bend, and the Maloo may’ be 
the boundary of one portion and the creek 
of another. 

Mr, MeNeill—It has been suggested that 
there is another original British title deed 
which may or may not give half the creek. 
Tt has not beon produced. 

‘Mr. Ellis—For the reason that it is not 
our property. 

‘Mr. MoNeill—Leaving that, and passing 
to another deed, still keeping in mind the 
allegation that the plaintiff is to prove that 
cerlain portions of the creek alluded to are 
his, you will find that British Consular lot 
2063° on the north side of the creck un- 
doubtedly gives for part of its southern 
Uoundary the half creek. Now you have 
heard that the plaintiff has by these taree 
old British deeds half tho creek on the south 
side and by deed 2063 on’ the northside a 
small portion of the half creek. Neither deed 
4081 nor 4529 on the south side of the creek 
nor the deeds 4291, 3635, or 863 on the 
north side give any portion of the creek at 
all. 

‘Mr. Phillips—I said that the plan of 4081 
does not give the half creek. 

‘Mr. McNeill—By the way, there is not 
any 4599. It was added in another lot, and 
there is no deed for it. 

















Mr. Ellis—i think there must be some 
misunderstanding, Si. We have never 
claimed half the creek for 4081. 

Mr. MeNeill—We have considered the 
deeds that do give the half creek, and have 
come now to the deeds that don't. Coming 
to the north of the creek, 4291 gives no 
portion of the creek; 085 -gives no 
portion; 853 gives none; so we are now 
Jeft in the position that so far as the plain- 
ig’s claim is supported by original British 
deeds and plans, he has what British Con- 
sular lots 1215 and 1214 give him on the 
south side and what British Consular lot 
2063 gives him on the north side. As to the 
portion on the south side, it has already been 
brought to the notice of the Court that those 
deods, British Consular lots 1212, 1213, and 
1214 were cancelled, and that a German 
deed 189 was issudd which gave, not half 
the creek as before, but no portion of tho 
creek at all. it is said by my friend that 
that was probably due to some oversight on 
the part of the persons having to do with 
the issue of deeas. I am not particularly 
concerned whether it was an oversight or 
not, because subsequently to that there has 
been issued in respect of those lots on the 
south side of the creek, British Consular 
deed 4454, which gives ‘no portion of. the 
Geek to the plaintitf whatever. 1 will go 
on to examine what rights he ‘has to any 
portion of the creek by virtue of the Tuotai’s 
dispatch. ‘That dispatch is a very plain and 
intelligible document. It says in etfect that 
as Mr. Hardoon already owns the southern 
half of the creek, the Taotai sees no reason 
why ho should not own the rest of it, if 
the Land Utiice will ask him to pay the 
shenko. It does not purport to give Mr. 
Hardoon 4454, 4081, and any poriion of the 
‘creek adjoining these lots, because he says 
they already belong to him. The Taotai 
has apparently been misinformed as to Alr. 
Hardoon's rights to the creek, which, as 
you will see, are limited to a small por 
of lot 2063. How plaintiff came to «i 
that that dispatch yave him wy part ol 
the property 1 fail to conceive, becruse tie 
plans, which were sure to be produced, 
distinctly ‘contradict the statement of fact 
made by the Taotai. Nor does the ‘Tuotai 
purport to give him anything else than the 
piece on the north which he says did not 
belong to Mr. Hardoon. 1 am not pressing 
the point, but I presume that you will not 
consider that the Tactai had any intention 
by that dispatch to alter the existing boun- 
davies in the Consular title deeds. If such 
was his intention, this Court will hardly re- 
cognise it as a proper intention. Therefore, 
the matter now stands in this way. ‘The 
plaintiff comes here alleging as the foundation 
for his claim that he is the owner of certain 
portions on the south side of the creek by 
virive of certain deeds, and of other portions 
by virtue of that dispatch. It appears by 
the united operation of these that he is the 
owner of an extremely small piece of the 
northerit part of the creck opposite British 
Consular lot 2063. Under these circumstances 
T suggest that'the plaintif’s title upon which 
he founds his claim has not been established. 
With regard to 2063 I should like to point 
out especially how that official plan clearly 
‘marks discinction between the creek included 
and excluded from the deeds. Whether you 
have doubts as to whether that plan intended 
to exclude the creek, you will have none 
after seeing the deed for 2063, which plainly 
shows how the creek is included on the plan 
and how it is meant to be included. I-ought 
not to leave the dispatch without pointing 
out to you the very singular expression of 
opinion with regard to the thrte-foot pipes. 
T have felt and still feel great sympathy 
with those people who must have had so 
much trouble to convince the tipao that 
the flow of water would be as entirely satis- 
factory through three-foot tubes as through 
four-foot tubes. Always presuming that the

‘the Counsel for the plaintiff in opening the 
cate, and in the evidence dit” bes ‘pean 
j brought. At-the time when the nogotiatasns 
| between Mr. Mayne and Mr. Ambrose (for 
| Mr. Hardoon) were initiated, Mz. Hardoon 
had no standing to apply at all. He had no 
| portion of the creck at all, except that little 
{ piece opposite 2063. He had no right to 
| take permission to culvert it at all, because 
| it did not belong to him. Another important 
point is that alchough Mr. Mayne expressed 
no objection to the culverting of the creek. 
according to-Mr. Ambrose’s statement the 
matter went no further than that a delivery 
order was obtained. Certainly no pipes were 
delivered. It will be proved to you that Mr. 
| Mayne had no authority whatever to grunt 
‘permission to culvert the creek. No such per- 
mission is ever given by Mr. Mayne solely, 
but must. be signed by him as Engineer 
and by the Council. ‘There was interesting 
evidence given with regard to the proposed 
{diversion of the creck. Te has never been 
very clearly explained how the plaintiff came 
¢o propose the diversion of the creek down 
the Bubbling Well Road and the No. 5 
Extension. We are told there were two 
reasons why the plan was sudsequently 
abandoned by Mr. Hardoon—the ‘s«critice of 
trees, and becuse all the land did xot belong 
to him. 1 should have liked to tow how 
that proposal came to be made and so 
rapidly abandoned. I will ask the Court 
whéther® they really consider that the 
sucritice of a few trees could lave had 
amy substantial effect upon Mr. Hur- 
doon's mind. Just consider whut he was 
going to get. He was going to get, accord- 
ing to the Tdotai’s dispatch, twice one and 
a half mow of land which didn’t belong to 
him, and was going to pay for only one and 
a half mow. Surely that transaovion would 
appear extremely beneficial to Mr. Hardon. 
It could not be supposed that the sacrifice 
of the trees caused him to abandon a scheme 
so beneficial to himself. ‘The dispatch says, 
deducting the southern portion of the creek 
which already belongs to him, the northern 
half measures one and a half mow, and pyo- 
ceeds to say that on payment of shenko he 
might have that portion of the creck. A 
plun of the diversion has been put in. You 
have seen similar plans before, and I will 
ack you to consider whethor any reasonable 
man would consider ‘that the plan with the 
black Tine could possibly show that the wall 
was going to be built in the middle of the 
creek. Of course we know now what Mr. 
Mayne did not know then, that the creek 
did not belong to Mr. Hardoon, I think you 
will decide that what Mr. Hardoon applied 
for permission to do was to put the wall 
on the public highway known as the Bubbling 
Well Road and tiut according to the title 
deeds be has no ownership of any part of the 
road between Cadastral lot 243/ and the 
little northern bit of 4454, and shutting out 
tho creek which also did not belong to him. 
Leaving now the main question of Mr. 
Hardoon's right to annex this creek to his 
property, I-come to the subsidiary quos- 
tions. ‘The Council took certain steps which 
they believed to be within their power. ‘They 
protested, on receipt of the official plan, 
and refused permission for Mr. Hardoon to 
‘exercise acts of ownership over that creek. 
Tt had to be considered by the Council 
whether they were in a position to refuse 
that permission. ‘There were many con- 
siderations which appeded to thom. ‘The 
Council had taken over that creek and for 
many years spent public money on cleaning 
and deepening it. Their reports for 1902 
‘and 1903 show that they deepened and 
dredged it in those year+ Ar the time that 
the creck was dredged and deepened ‘by 
public money, the plaintiff was a party to 
the spending of the public money on these 
public acts. "Jt may well have weighed upon 
the Coaneil that they should not allow the 
plaimiff to cover up and claim the creck 
Thich they had been at such pains to clean 
and deepen at the public expense. The next 
thing is whether this creck is a sewer or 
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‘a drain as alleged in the answer. I tiink 
you will have to take into consideration thie 
At least, and that is, that the Bye-laws under 
which the Council’ claim to deal with this 
creok aze essentially public Bye-laws, framed 
upon 2 model which happened to be an 
English model—as a maiter of fact, the 
Public Health Bye-laws of Birmingham ; and 
therefore, 1 think you must, in construing 
their words, considar what is tho meaning 
of “sewers” and “drains” in Public Health 
parlince, We have a definition of what is 
a drain and what is a sewer.in the Public 
Health Act of 1875. A drain is a pipe cury- 
ing away drainage or sewage from oue house 
AA sower is any drain other than those de- 
fined in the previous definition, including 
pipes or open channels or water courses, and 
everything ordi described as a dra. 
If you aro satisfied that this creok was % 
sewer or a drain, within the meaning of 
that definition I have just given, you will 
conclude that the Council had control of it. 
Hf you add the fact that for many years they 
thad been controlling it, you will agree that 
they had some right at least to protest 
against a private person culverting it. (Puts 
in copy of Public Health Act, 1875, as ex- 
hibit.) I have only to add ‘that ‘whether 
this step was in the Council's authority or 
not, they are certainly the only body which 
bas any control over drains, sewers, or 
whatever you may call them. As to the 
highway I neod not labour to establish the 
fact that the Bubbling Well Road is a high- 
way dedicated to the public, ‘The owners of 
lots abutting on it are owners subject to the 
public right of way. I say that because it 
thas not been admitted that there is any 
public highway. 

Mr, Phillips—At one point. 
2258. 

‘Mr. MeNeill—There is one other point, 
the matter of the protest. The answer, a3 
a matter of fact, hardly wants amplifying. 
‘The Senior Consul’s proceedure was that 
upon receipt of the oficial plan, the Councit 
were to ina certain manner. (Reads 
report.) It has been the practice of most 
Consulates to refruin from measuring into 
title deods public creeks and public walls 
Lastly, you will bear in mind that when 
Mr. Hardoon comes to you now and asks 
you to establish these rights of his you sho 
dear in mind that he acted throughou 
this matter with his eyes open. He bougit, 
first the land upon the south, and afterwards 
the land on the north, and that not in trnes 
beyond living memory, but just the other 
day. It was, I think, patent at the time 
ho bought it that the Council had for years 
been cleaning and deopening that creek and 
that the lot wae subject to a public right 
of way, and he raised no complaint with 
regard to the Counsil’s exercising their rights 
over it, Assuming you come to the con- 
clusion that the Council as a matter of fact 
‘were the persons who had control orer the 
crook, in vittue of Byelaw No. 1 or ofher- 
swise, and that they had power to prevent 
the orestion of a wall upon it, there would 
still remain the question for you to decide 
whether they exercised that control wisely 
I submit that this is a matter in which this 
Conrt, will be vory loath to interfere. While 
this Court can decide whether or not the 
Council has wronged a private person, it will 
be loath to make itself judge on questions 
such as whether the culverting of crecks is 
or is not desirable sor whother the building of 
& wall will interfeve with public rights of 
way. Porsons who havo to act under certain 
rules must be allowed the discretion af those 
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rules, More than that, I think, and respect- 


fully submit, this Court goes beyond its 
powers and takes upon itself a burden which 
T don't think can be fairly undertaken by 
it, However, that is ontinly in the hands 
of the Court. 

(Adjournment for tiffio.) 

On the Court resuming in the afternoon, 
Mr. McNeill called Mr. Hardoon as a wit~ 
ness.

Were you during 19027—I don't remem- 
be the dates. 

‘You must know better than any of us?— 
I don't remember the dates. 

Perhaps the Municipal Reports will refresh 
your memory?—You have them here, I ex-

‘must call evidence. 

Mr, McNeill—I said earlier in the case 
that I should not call evidence as we have 
this opinion on record. 

‘Mr, Phillips—I must object. 

‘the President—Where you can get better 
‘evidence, secondary evidence is not admitted. 

Mr. MeNeill—I don’t propose to argue the 
opinion of the Health Oificer; but I propose 
to argue that the Council had before them 
when coming to their decision this opinion 
of their Health Officer with regard to the 
culverting of creeks, because this report has 
Veen accepted and ‘put on record, I only 
want to prove this report, contained in the 
Report for 1902. I don't say that on this 
occasion the Council did not think fit to 
culvert the creek, but that, as a general 
opinion of their Health Officer, they had it 
pefore them that tho culverting of theso 
important, natural, tide-flushed drains is ‘in- 
sanitary, ‘T must press on you that it should 
be accepted as a fact that the Council had 
before them this report. I don’t want to 
put it higher than it should be put. It may 
bo right or wrong but the Council bad before 
them this expression of opinion which has 
been published. 

Mr, Phillips—On elementary principles 
I object to it. 

Mr. McNeill propose to call somebody 
to prove this opinion; to give evidence of 
publication. 

Mr. Phillips—You ask for that report to 
go in? 

Mr, MeNeill—As evidence. 

Mr. Phillips—A report of general character. 

Mr, MeNeill—It was published in the 
Municipal Report. 

The President—The Court will read it. 

That 














Mr, MeNeill—That is all 1 want. 
is all the evidence I propose to bring. 
(Mz. McNeill summed up for the defence) : 

T have little to add in support of the 
defendants’ case. My main point is already 
understood, I hope: that the action being 
what it isn action to obtain the assistance 
of this Court to override the Couneil—fails 
because it is based on an allegation of title 
to half the creck, which is absolutely dis- 
proved by the documents produced in sup- 
posed support of it. As to the subsidiary 
questions I considered that I need not go 
into them very elaborately, as the case fails 
on the failure to support that paragraph 
4 of the petition on which the whole claim 
depends. ‘There is something to be said 
on the question of sewers. I hove drawn 
attention to the fact it is a public health 
bye-law on which we rely, and it must be 
considered in a public health sense. You 
have head what was the basis of these 
bye-laws from Mr. Mayne, and T have had 
hisnded to me, what is really the most recent 
text-book on’ public health, which contains 
the Public Health Act, and in which every 
provision is gone through. I will direct 
your attention in the book to the fact that it 
js not by any means necessary that a sewer 
should carry sewage to constitute a sewer 
from the point of view of public health. Jt 
may be said that a tidal creek: is not naturally 
what would be understood by a sower and it 
is sid that in Birmingham there are no 
tidal creeks, and that therefore in the draw- 
ing up of their byelaws tidal creeks cannot 
have been contemplated. 




















Mr, Phillips—I said there were none be- 
longing to a foreign Power, to the Emperor 
of China. 

Mr. MoNeill—That I am to 
‘admit; but when you apply public health 
regulations to a country where there exist 
tidal creeks, from one where there are no 
tidal sewers, then in arriving at the meaning 
of the Public Health Act you must 
and apply such considerations as would 
naturally arise if there were tidal creeks. 
When you come to frame bye-laws for 
Shanghai on the basis of those of a place 


where there are no tidal creeks, there is no { 
yeason why you should not apply your | 


sanitary regulations to these 
are really tidal sewers. And the fact that 
no mention is found of them in documents 
relating to places where no tides exist does 
not prevent their application in places 
where tides do exist. As the 
obstruction of the highway by the wall I 
have nothing to add. ‘The plan apparently 
shows the wall running along the highway, 
but whether it does so run along the highway 
is not the material question I want to con- 
sider. It bas been raised formally by the 
production of a plan which shows the red 
Tine, representing the wall, outside the 
creek, on the Bubbling Well Road at this 
point. There is a black line as well, but 
Mr. Mayne eupposed that the wall would 
run along the Bubbling Well Road edge of 
the creek. The Council in refusing this per- 
mit refused it because the building of a wall 








‘it that point would have been building a 
wall on \d which did not belong to the 
intiff, and would have had the effect of 


Pl 
closing and shutting up from general access, 
a reek which did not belong to him. When 
they refused to permit tht culverting, they 
didn’t refuse it because they did not think 
it a proper measure, but because it was an 
act of ownership, and because not having 
defore them the official plan they could not 
make a protest on that ground. They could, 
however, under the bye-laws, refuse to per- 
mit plaintiff to deal with what I take to 
be a sewers and on technical grounds also 
they could refuse permission for the erection 
of the wall, And in that way the Court 
must consider these acts of the Council. As 
steps taken by the Council for the protection 
of public rights which would have been 
viokited by the annexation of this creek ; 
stops taken lawfully by them in compliance 
nih the byelaws, but not for the purpose 
of preventing for all time the culverting of 
this creek or the building of a wall along 
Bubbling Well Road. ‘The real point is 
that you are asked to decide whether the 
plaintiff is entitled to annex this creck to 
fis land; whether he culverts it or builds a 
wall is a matter of secondary importance. 
We say he is not entitled to amex it a6 
it is a public creck and plaintiff has shown 
no reason why he should annex it. There- 
fore we consider the Court should support 
the action taken by the Council in refusing 
to allow the culverting of the creck or the 
erection of the wall. 

Mr. Ellis-t now devolves on me to 
address you on behalf of the plaintiff on 
the whole of the evidence which has been 
submitted to you and on the arguments 
brought forward in support of their cases 
by the counsel for plaintiffs and for the 
defendants. I feel I ought to appeal to the 
Court for a certain amount of indulgence; 
for although I shall endeavour to be as 
concise as I can, you will clearly see that 
the issues you have to decide are of great 
importance ‘not only to the plaintiff but also 
to the public of this community. At first I 
felt it would be hardly necessary to refer 
in any way to the evidence referred to in 
my learned friend’s opening remarks, with 
regard to the title of the plaintiff to the 
land, bub I feel now that to a certain 
extent it is nectnsary for me to do so 
even if very shortly, after the attitude 





assumed by my learned friend, Mr. McNeill. 
You can hardly fail to seo, if you read 
again, as I feel sure you will read, and very 


‘carefully, the petition and answer in this 
case—there can be no doubt abeut this fact 
I say i without fear of contradiction— 
there can be mo doubt in your minds, as 
there is none in mine, that at the outset 
of this case the inain defence’ rested nob on 
whether Mr. Hardoon was going to prove to 
the satisfaction of this Court his title 
to this land, but they were going to 
prove they have the sole control over the 
creek in question and having that sole control 
hhad also the sole discretion as to whether 
it should be culverted or not. 

Mr, McNeill—I don’t admit that. 

‘Mr. Ellis—That being so to my mind’I 
ut it before the Court for what it is worth. 
I feel I must refer very shortly to the 
evidence adduced by the plaintiff in support 
of his contention in the petition that he is 
entitled to certain ‘of the creck, sot 
out and referred to in the petition and in 
the amended paragraph. We say in the 
petition that our title is based partly on 
the title deeds and official plans and partly 
by virtue of a declaration of the Taotai, 
which has been referred to and which is 
dated the 15th January, 1904. In order just 
to retvosh the Courts sind, 3a order that 
you may follow euch comment as I 
To vmake on this part of the case, T will 
tell you what was the evidence with regurd 
to this point. ‘That part of the title to 
the creck was covered by the title deeds 
and official plans; we have submitted to 
the Court the title deeds and official plans 
for B.C. lots 1212, 1213, 1214 and 2258. 
Now Sirs, from those title deeds you 
will soo that the length of the creek 
affected is from A to B marked on that 
plan, which is attached to the amended 
paragraph 4. That is a part of the creek 
which is affected by thee particular title 
deeds, to which I now refer. As to lot 
2258, ‘we have submitted such evidence as 
we think goes to prove that Mr. Hurdoon 
is entitled to the whole of the creek. Mr. 
McNeill thinks fit to sey that although 
cannot satisfy you by the production of tit 
deeds, he was scoptical about these originals 5 
but I won't: trouble about that for the 
present at all events; for our purposes it 
is the original title deed. We have given 
in it, as our boundary to lot 2258, the 
Bubbling Well Road. Mr. McNeill wants 
you to believe and to say that that does 
hot entitle us to the creck. Of course he 
has produced no evidence in support of his 
contention that that is a proper argument 
to adduce in support of that point. 
On behalf of Mr. Hardoon, I am en- 
titled to say that, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances and according to the usage and 
custom of Shanghai, with regard to those 
particular conditions, a of this 
sort entitles the owner of the land to say 
that he is entitled to the creek, Whether 
Mr. McNeill’s contention is right or mine 
wrong is for the Court to decide. We say 
in support of the allegations in our petition 
that so far as that lot is concerned, Mr. 
Hardoon is entitled to the creck. Now as 
regards lots.1212, 1215 and 1214, the title 
deods—this Court's original title deeds, 
which apparently Mr. McNeill has been so 
anxious to see—in every case they are pro- 
duced and they give the plaintiff tho nalf- 
creek. Of course I am prepared to aamit 
that in regard to so much of the creck as 
bounds what were formerly German lots 193 
and 194, undoubtedly on the German title 
deeds produced we cannot claim any portion 
of the creek. Our boundary is given in one 
case as “the creek,” and in the other as 
“the bord of the crek,” which is the sane 
thing. And the samo remark applies to 
B.C. lot 4081. As to B.C. lot 2065, which 
Jis one of the northem lots, there not only 
by virtue of the title deeds, but by virtue 
also of the official plan, Mr. Hardoon is 
‘entitled to half the oreck. If we have failed 
to satisfy you by the title deeds and official 
plans that Mr. Hardoon is entitled to this 
portion of the creck to which reference has 
‘eon made in the allegation of the petition, 
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I will ask you gentlemen to refer to the 
confirmation of the allegation in the first 
part by close reference to the dispatch of 
the Taotai. What does the Tuotai say in 
the report which he makes on this particular 
question? He distinctly 
northern boundary of Mr. Hardoon’s lois 
4454 and 4081 is in both cases the half-creek 
and he goes further and makes clear what 
may be appareutly a difficulty to be ex- 
plained by the plaintiff; viz., in regard to 
‘this ular lot 2258, which seemed to 
disturt McNeill considerably, the Tuotai 
referred to it and suid “the boundary on 
the east is the entire creek.” Now I am 
anxious, of course, that the Court should 
give this report of the Taotai weight and 
consideration, for it was not arrived at 
hustily or without consideration. If you 
will refer to it you will find it has pen 
the result of an order made by him to the 
Chinese Land Office to go into the matter 
thoroughly and carefully. Now I submit 
that where the actual measured boundaries 
are correct as they might appear in the title 
deeds, that they are of necessity controlled 
by the proper authority, viz., the Land 
OBice speaking through the Taotai. lt is 
of course important to bear this in mind. 
Not only does the proclamation establish 
‘Mr. Hardoon’s title to certain portions 
of the creek, but it goes on to say, 
the Tuaotai has no objection to the 
culverting of the creek, nor have the 
country people, It states further—and this 
is an important clement in the case—it gives 
leave to Mr. Hardoon to shenko this portion 
of the creek, which he apparently has no 
title to. Suppose, for the sake of 
argument you are’ inclined to consider 
favourubly “the argument ingeniously put 
before you by Mr. McNeill, that my 
client, Mr. Hardoon, had no title to 
any portion of the creek; why should not 
the native authorities give him by shenko, 
the title to the whole? After all, what 
right have the Council to say that the Chinese 
authorities shall not sell the land which 
belongs to them? ‘The Emperor of China, 
speuking through the Chinese authorities 
says “I am willing to sell if you are willing 
to buy.” ‘The arrangement is made and, 
1 submit, not the Municipal Council, nor, 
respectfully, this Court of Consuls, has any 
right to interfere with a person who wishes 
to buy in this way. It was wrong and 
injudicious, I want to show, of the Council 
to interfere with Mr. Hardoon who wished 
to be a landowner. After the land had 
been acquired by Mr. Hardoon the Council 
cannot come and say “we couldn't interfere 
with you when purchasing the land which 
doesn't belong to you, but we can under 
these bye-laws control and fully exercise all 
property rights over it.” But I submit that 
at the time they interfered with the pro- 
cedure, which was the ordinary procedure 
10 be adopted, they were doing wrong and 
the plaintiff had right to complain to the 
only Court which can take any notice of the 
acts of the Council. I submit most respect- 
fully that the case of the Council rests on 
thab point, which might be divided, so to 
speak, into two points, viz., that they have 
sole control over the creek and therefore 
a sole discretion. 

In objecting to that point, I should like 
to say that I really feel toat that was 
heir whole case, and that was what my 
learned friend, Mr. McNeill, felt was their 
case until a very late stage in these proceed- 
ings; and he has endeavoured to get out 
of it in a most ingenious way—the ingenuity 
of which arises partly from the extremely 
courteous way in which Mr. McNeill tried 
to tear to pieces the attempts at pleading 
by my friend and myself, and described the 
purchase attempted by Mr. Hardoon as an 
attempt to do something with land to which 
he had not title. And all the time he knew 
when he drew his answer—and no one could 
have drawn it more carefully—that he meant 
to say “maskee the title, our case is sole con- 
trol and therefore sole discretion.” If they 











had felt that they had a strong case on that 
point, it would have been presented to you 
in the same way today. The reference is 
made in the answer in paragraph 7 (b.) 
(Paragraph read). Now, Sir, it is not neces- 
sary for me to refer you to byelaw 1 of 
the Land Regulations." It has been referred 
to and read already, but I submit that on 
reading it the only conclusion you can come 
to is that the term “sewer of drain” can 
only be accepted in the ordinary acceptation 
of the word; the whole contemplation of 
the byelaw is to apply to constructive 
drains. If you refer to bye-law 5, you will 
find it refers to sewers and drains “belong- 
ing to the Council,” ie. constructed by the 
Council at their’ own expense. (Bye-law 
read). I submit that the only fair, reason- 
able and proper construction to be put on 
those words is what I have suggested and 
that tidal creeks do not belong to the Council. 
‘There is nothing appearing in this bye-law 
or anywhere else in reference to the tern 
tidal creek, and it is putting a very strained 
meaning on the words sewer or drain to 
make them apply to such creeks. Unless 
Mr. McNeill can satisfy the Court on that 
very important point, the Council cannot 
have the discretion they claim. I thought 
we should have seen some serious effort made 
by the defendants to establish what is really 
such an important point in support of theiz 
case but I am sorry to say I have not seon 
it, It may be I was not sufficiently clear- 
minded to appreciate the remarks that fell 
from Mr. McNeill when touching on the 
point. I noticed that when he came to refer 
to the proclamation he took very good care 
to tell you in words to this effect. “You 
will see they have some control.” But that 
is not enough. The Council undoubtedly, 
when they resisted the application and when 
they attempted to justify their action and 

‘at that time thought they would stand 
on the point whether they had sole 
control with regard to these matters. It is 
ne for me to refer very briefly to 
the matter of the proclamation and to the 
agreement made with the Chinese authorities 
in order to satisfy you that apparently there 
is not that sole control which the defendants 
claim. Mr. Phillips in his opening referred 
to an agreement the consideration of which 
I think is important; in this apparently, at 
the time of the settlement with regard to 
the Hongkew boundaries, it was distinctly 
laid down in clause 5 that the Municipal 
Council undertook not to fill in any existing 
tidal creeks or canals except after consulta- 
tion with the local authorities. Although 
that settlement was undoubtedly in an 
agreement referring to the Hongkow dis- 
trict, yet the principle is to be observed 
throughout the whole area within the Coun- 
cil’s authority. In support of this statement 
we have the sentence in the third paragraph 
of Taotei Li's proclamation, that the Coun- 
cil were “not to encroach on the powers of 
the Chinese authorities.” And further on 
in that same paragraph it says: “Tt has 
accordingly been determined that all the Re- 
gulations shall operate in this extension, 
both as originally framed as sub: 
sequently added to, together with the ad- 
ditional Regulation ‘made on the extencion 
of the Hongkew Settlement, and that pro- 
tection shall thus be afforded to all Chinese 
houses. properties and graves, together with 
all creeks and other rights and privileges 
mentioned in the Regulations, which have 
heen already published by the Municipal 
Council and exhibited at their office and 
other public places for the information of 
all.” ‘And the later part of the proclama- 
tion is important. “Let all men know by 
these presents, that subsequently to the 
issue of this on, the entire area 
of the International Settlement shall he 
within Municipal control, excepting temples 
founded by Imperial sonction and sites em- 
ployed officially by the Chinese Govern- 
ment; with these exceptions, the existing 
Regulation chall operate and must be 
obeyed.” The important “existing Regula- 














tion,” I submit, was this one with regard to 
the filling in of tidal creeks. Of course the 
question of entire control in the Settlement 
in matters of this kind has been referred to 
in the letter which was addressed in 1900 by 
Consul-General Valdez to the Chairman of 
the Municipal Council, where it is set forth 
very clearly that this is not to be a case of 
sole control: “But it must be understood 
that these functions will be solely exercised 
for the convenience of the Council and the 
protection of land owners, and in no way 
constitute a right to interfere with the Uhi- 
nese authorities, or to exercise administra 
tive power.” So far as F am see these re- 
ferences made in the proclamations and 
agreements do not in any way show the sole 
control claimed by the defendants. I ask 
you to think for one moment that if the de- 
Tendants can justify their contention, either 
through the ingenuity of their counsel or 
the strength of their case, they would never 
have had recourse to the rather feeble at- 
tempt made in their answer to construe by 
some extraordinary definition a tidal creek 
into a sewer or drain, in order to bring it 
within the meanfng of the bye-laws. 

T should like now to say one or two words, 
on a point which I think the Court ought 
to consider, and that is to urge that if i is 
found the Council have discretion in dealing 
with this creek, the discretion should be ex- 





ercised reasonably. On this head I ought 
to refer to the letter of Mr. Leveson with 
regard to the proposed diversion of the 
creek. ‘There is not the slightest doubt that 
the Couneil- considered the question of 
diverting the cteek, and from the letter it 
appewrs that at a future date, if that sug- 
gested arrangement had gone through, there 
was a possibility on’ the part of the Gouncil 
of doing that very thing they think so un- 
reasonable and horrible on the part of plain- 
tif, viz., to culvert this creok. I ought to 
say a word or two on behalf of my client . 
with regard to this matter, and what I have 
to say is provoked to a cortain extent by 
rematks which fell from Mr. McNeill. Per 
haps I did not understand him very clearly, 
but when he came to deal in his address 
with this matter of the diversion, he wanted 
the Court, in considering the ‘rights and 
wrongs of this case, to bew in mind the 
character of Mr, Hardoon, and described bim 
as nothing more or less thon a Jewish land- 
grabber. Follow that out closely and 
you will find probably that Mr. McNeill was 
not acting from personal feeling or know 
ledge of the plaintiff in saying that, but was 
inspired by some individical acting behind 
and unknown, 

Mr. MeNeill—I was speaking on 
evidence. 

Mr. Ellis—Mr. MoNeill tried to suggest 
in cross-examnination that Mr. Hardoon was 
not the owner of this land and that ho was 
fighting all this important matter on bebalf 
of somebody else, and secondly that he was 
taying to get land for nothing or practically 
nothing. 

A point which Mr. McNeill tas leit out 
of consideration altogether is the .cost Mr. 
Hardoon would incur in culverting ° this 
creek, by no means a small cost but, working 
out at from 7,000 to 9,000 tals. 

Mr. Ambrose—15,000 taels. 

Mr. Ellis—Mr. Hardoon in fact was not 
doing anything that looked like the act of 
a land-grabber, but he would naturally do 
everything he could to benefit a property 
purchased by him for a large sum of money 
We have had very material evidence with 
regard to this culverting of the creek. 1 
@hink ‘the Court must feel with mo tha 
‘Mr. Mayne was distinctly favourable to it; 
‘there is not the slightest doubt of thet and 
the Council should attach a great deal of 
weight to that. evidence of ‘Mr. Mayne. He 
is a man of great experience in these affairs 
in the Settlement and he is or should be 
the mouthpiece of the Council on such points. 
In this instance he was asked to report and 
his opinion was that the culverting would 
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be beneficial. Now in order to show that 
‘they acted reasonably the defendants must 
show that the culvarting would be 
detrimental to the public health. Has that 
been shown? In no shape or form. On the 
other hand evidence has been submitted to 
show that far from being detrimental to 
‘tho public it would bo extremely beneficial. 

T don't propose to deal at any length with 
one question raised in the plaintiff's petiuon, 
which has been discussed to some extent ‘n 
the case for the defence—l mean the 
application to erect the boundary wall. There 
can be no doubt on the evidence submutied 
that the application was to erect a wall 
which would not in any way interfere with 
the highway. The defendants have attempted 
in their answer and in this Court to justify 
‘their refusal of a permit on the ground that 
at some point it interfered with the high- 
way. That yould have been, of course, a 
very proper reason for refusing, but after 
the evidence given by Mr. Ambrose thera 
can be no doubt in anyone’s mind as to the 
course the yall would have taken. From 
the evidence of Mr. Mayno, I think there 
was no doubt in his mind either as to the 
interference with the highway. Had thi 
been this doubt in their minds, I submit, 
they would have raised that reason for thei. 
refusal to permit the erection, in the answer 
given long ago. 

T ought to state exactly the position M 
Hardoon takes in this case. What does M 
Hardoon ask at the hands of the Counci!? 
Does it appear that he was asking for auv- 
‘thing unfair, unreasonable, or illegitimate? 
‘The evidence showed that he asked «nly 
to bo allowed to exercise reasonable proparty 

i We bave shown that the granting 
to him of permission to exercise those res 
sonablo rights, would not have been 
dotvimental to the public. The application 
to culvert the creek was put forward in a 
fair, reasonable, and legitimate way; he 
asked to bo allowed to culvert at his own 
‘expense and’ in such a way as should give 
‘entire satisfaction to the defendants. The 
application was based on a right which every 
landowner should have, to improve his 
property, if be can show that in so 
doing. he is doing no harm to. any- 
one. In conclusion on behalf of the 
plaintiff I submit: (1) That we have 
prvred such a title as entitles Mr. Hardon 
to come to this Court and eay he is the 
owner of this land; and (2) we have shown 
that the defendants were not justified in 
asworting that they have sole control—and 
we soy further that even if they had a 
discretion they have not used it in a reason- 
able way. ‘Therefore, as there is no other 
Court or person we can appeal to, the plain- 
tiff has come to this Court of Consuls to ask 
that on fair, reasonable, and legitimate 
grounds you will give him that which, 1 
submit, the Council should have given him 
im the first instance. 

‘My friend reminds me that if the decision 
in this caso is given in favour of the defend- 
ants i will give them sole control over 
the tidal creeks in the Settlement in con- 
travention of the agreement with the Chinese 
authorities, and would prevent owners from 
dealing with their property in a reasonable 
manner. I should like thet point also to be 
considered by the Court when dealing with 
the application made on behalf of the plain- 
tif.

Alfred Hespeler answered to an ad- 
journed summons charging him with 
being in possession of loaded fire arms 
within’the limits of the Settlement. 

Ralph James McCord, an American 

citizen, who laid the information, said 
that in the Central Hotel on the 7th 
inst. defendant came up to him and in 
front of people who were present asked 
about a loan which he had made to 
witness. Next day witness again met 
defendant in the Astor Honso where the 
| latter produced a gun or attempted to do 
so and threatened witness. 
j_ Defendant stated in evidence that he 
was a mining engineer usnally engaged 
in the interior but was at present living 
{in Shanghai.- He had loaned complainant 
some money in order to allow him to 
settle his account and get his clothes out 
of Kaleo. Complainant had_not repaid 
the loan. He (defendant) did certainly 
threaten to “ bore holes ® in Mr. MeCord 
but, as a matter of fact, he did not carry 
a revolver while he was in Shanghai and 
had not one with him on that occasion. 
His remark was merely bluff. 

Karl Marx, manager of Kalee, said 
defendant had placed a revolver in the 
otlice safe for safe keeping and it had 
been there since the 17th March. 

John Pearson Newall, called by the 
defendant, said that although he had 
known him for some time he had never: 
known him carry firearms. 

His Worship remarked that such evid- 
enco as this went for very little. He 
also obsorved that defendant might find 
the kind of bluff he had practised 
expensive. He dismissed the summons.

William Turner was charged with being 
drank and incapable in a publ'e place in 
Shangh: 

Police Sergeant Macdenall said that 
accused was brought to the Hongkew 

Station so helplessly drank that 
he had to be carried to the cells. 

A ricsha coolie said prisoner got into 
his riesha in Broadway but was so drank 
that ho could not explain where he 
wanted to go, so witness took h'm to the 
police station. 

It was prisoner’s third appearance 
Vefore the Court on charges of drunken- 
ness and His Worship fined him $15 or 
in default he was to be imprisoned for 
three weeks.

tson pl not guilty to both charges ; 
Macdonald and Vinton admitted “the 
drunkenness; and Macdonald said in regard 
to the alleged assault that he remembered 
nothing about it. 

Inspector Bourke mentioned that the 
charges arose out of a fight which took place 
on the previous night outside the Astor 
Houge Hotel. 
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Indian constable 158 said that, seeing tho 
disturbance, he went to arrest the prisoners, 
‘Vinton ran away. Watson broke away after 
ho had been arrested, but was caught by 
another constable. Macdonald was taken to 
the police-station, and behaved in a very 
violent manner on the way. 

Indian constable 212 said he went to tho 
assistance of the last witness and helped to 
take Macdonald to the _police-stauion, 
Prisoner was very violent in the police 
compound and Kitked out st anyone he 
could get near enough to. 

Indian constable 228 said that when ho 
arrived on the soene he saw one man in 
custody and one (Watson) running away. 
He caught the latter at the corner of Soochow 
Road and took him along Broadway. sive 
or six people came to rescue witness's 
prisoner and he blew his whistle’ for 
asgistance. Indian constable 150 came to help 
witness. “Pho prisoner Watson was drunk, 
but could walk and struggled to get away. 

Inspector Bourke said nono of these five 
other men mentioned were arrested, 

Indian constable 130 said he answered u 
police whistle and saw some men withdraw- 
ing from the last witness, who had the 
prisoner Watson in custody. He helped to 
take Watson to the station. Prisoner made 
no attempt to get away in witness's presence, 

Detective Bookless said that, on receiving 
4 report at the Hongkew Police Station, ho 
went towaris the Astor House, and in Miller 
Road met the two prisoners Macdonald and 
Watson being brought in custody by the 
previous witnesses. Macdonald was vary 
violent and witness helped to bring bin 
along. Arrived at the station compound 
witness let go of prisoner, who thereupon 
kicked him on the leg. It was not a gerious 
kick. ‘The prisoner Watson was walking 
steadily and did not appear to witness to 
be drunk, though he had certainly been 
drinking. 

Inspector Bourke added that Vinton came 
to the station of his own accord and was 
thereupon arrested and charged with tho 
other two prisoners. 

Watson made a long statement to tho 
effect, that Macdonald, he and some “ gentle. 
man” unknown were in the Astor House 
bar together. ‘The gentleman began talking 
to Macdonald about Scotland; he (Watson) 
suggested they should leave. ‘The gentleman 
then asked him (the speaker) to play him 
5) up at billiards, but he refused. ‘They went 
outside and the gentleman accused Macdonald 
of insulting him. Macdonald pulled off his 
coat, but he (Watson) helped him to put 
it on again. Several people collected and 
the constables came. He (tho speaker) told 
one of them in Hindustani to take awa} 
the gentleman, bat instead he, Macdonald, 
and Vinton were arrested. Vinton and he 
veers let go and Vinton went amay, butte, 
standing among the Was ro. 

spectators, 


Neither of tho other prisoners mado state. 
ments, but Inspector Bourke reminded his 
Worship that Vinton was fined on the 4th 
October last for being drunk and asswalting 
the police. 

‘Macdonald was fined $10 for the druniien- 
nese and $10 for the assault; Watson $10 for 
being disorderly; and Vinton, whom his 
Worship considered as the probable cause 
of much of the trouble, $20 for the drunken- 
ness.

He kept one 
two yours ago in Shanghai. He was at 
Hangehow also, working for a Chinaman 
who was going to start a lumber business; 
but nothing came of it. O'Connell came 
two or three weeks Inter, but he (prisoner) 
had nothing to do with him. This time he 
had been three weeks in Shanghai. He would 
havo had enough money to pay for the goods 
‘but was robbed the other night. He wished 
to leave the country, if he could get a 
transport to Nagasaki. 

Court Marshal Derby stated that a boat 
would bo leaving on Tuesday next. 

His Honour ordered the belt produced in 
Court to be returned to the owner. Detective 
Inspector McDowall reported that the 
prisoner had gome packages of shirts and 
mining gear in a house in an alleyway. off 
Broadway. Prisoner said he bought them. 

Ho was ordered to be imprisoned for seven 
days, and then, at his own request, deported.

Church Collection Missing. 

‘A coolie was charged on suspicion with 
stealing a sum of money from the Church 
of Our Saviour, Broadway, on the 
10th inst., the same being a collection, the 
ptoperty of the church. 

Mr. James, minister of the church, said 
that as he was away last Sunday he asked 
‘Mr. Man to take the service. Mr. Man 
@id so, and, as usual a collection was 
taken.’ Witness always took the collec- 
tion away with him whon he left church, 
but Mr. Man did not know this was the 
custom, and left the plate containing the 
money on the Holy Table. It. disap- 
peared: Prisoner was a coolie who had 
charge of the keys of the church, and 
whose duty it was to clean up the church, 
ete. He disappeared on Sunday evening, 
and although he had formerly cleaned up 
the church every day, did not put in 
fan appearance ‘again until Wednesday 
morning. Witness then gave him into 

“custody. The evidence against him was 
purely circumstantial as no one sav him 
take the money. 

‘Mr. Man corroborated Mr. James’ 
story and the native pastor also gave 
evidence. 

‘The Court ordered prisoner, who em- 
phatically protested his innocence, to 
find security.

A Gang of Ruffians Broken Up. 

A gang of fourteenfCantonese loafers 
were brought before the Court, on four 
charges of burglary at various places and 
on various dates during March and April; 
also on a charge of attempting to kill 
native P.C. 535 by discharging a loaded 
revolver at him at 127, Haining Road, on 
the 23rd of March ; and they were further 
charged with public gambling at 169, 
Wauchang Rona, on the 15th instant, and 
with being in ‘possession of murderous 
weapons and instruments for the purpose 
of housebreaking. * 

Inspector Bourke said that at 9.15 p.m. 
‘on the 15th instant the Police made a 
raid on tlie premises, 165, Wuchang Road, 
as a result of information received which 
led them to think that the persons then 
occupying those premises belonged to a 
gang of ruftians who during the past few 
weeks had committed several armed 
burglaries and Jhad been a terror to all 
the natives in the locality. ‘The police 
made the raid and caught the accused in 
the act of gambling, while a search of the 
premises resulted in the finding of the 
knives, fighting irons, burglars’ tools, ete. 
now produced. ‘There were several com- 
plainants present who wonld say that the 
weapons produced were similar to those 
with which they had been throatened and 
wounded by the raffians who had burgled 
their houses. One of the complainants 
had identified one of the prisoners as a 
man who had threatened him with a 
knife in the course of a burglary at his 
house. Several other natives could give 
valuable evidence, but were afraid to do 
80 as they were ‘in terror of their lives, 
thinking ‘that the prisoners’ associates 
imight wreak vengeance on them after- 
wards, There had been several burglaries 
and everything pointed to the fact 
that the present prisoners were the 
culprits. At 3 a, m. on the 6th of March 
a house in the Tiendong Road was 
broken into by four armed Cantonese 
and some of the inmates threatened 
with knives and revolvers, and others 
wounded by the burglars. An alarm was 
raised and the burglars got away. At 
2.10 a.m. on the 15th of March another 
house in the same locality was entered 
by a similar gang of men. Native 
P. C. 428 saw aman loitering in the 
vieinity and questioned him, whe 
upon the man drew a knife and almost 
cut the constable’s hand in two. This 
uan also got away. At 1.45 a.m. on the 
25th of March the Pau Luh Hai Temple 
in Haining Road was broken into, but an 
alarm was raised before anything had 
been stolen. Native P. C. 535 saw a 
man running away and chased him into 

e Road, but the mau drew a revolver 
and discharged it at the constable. ‘The 
latter blew his whistle, but the burglar 
got away before. other police arrived on 
the scene. At 5m. on the 13th instant, 
op in Hanbury Road was broken into 
by s gang armed with revolvers and 
Imnives, who threatened tho occupanta 
and stole money’ and’ jewellery to the 
value of $465. The occupant of the 
house had identified one of the pri- 
soners as the man who threatened 
him with a knife. At 815 pm. 
on the 14th instant, four armed Can- 
tonese broke into a house in the Seoh- 
hong-jau-ka alleyway, and brutally beat 
a female inmate and gagged and ill- 
treated a ricsha coolie, also stealing 
goods and money to the value of $600. 
‘The woman received a blow with some 



































*/ heavy instrument across the eyes and her 


upper lip was badly ent. She was now 
in a critical state. It would be seen that 
on some of the knives and fighting irons 
found upon the prisoners, there were 
traces of blood. A sheath found at the 
scene of one of the burglaries exactly 
fitted one of the knives found during the 
raid. When the house was raided the 
prisoners were gambling. but the weapons 
were found underneath the cushions of 
the chairs they were sitting on. Four of 
the prisoners said they were firemen on 
coasting ships, but as they were gambling 
with the others they snust have some 
connection with them. One of the pri- 
soners was the man who paid the rent of 
the house upon which the raid was 
made. Another man, not now before 
the Court, had been arrosted upon a 
Mixed Court warrant, in connection with 





a gambling case in August last. Enquiries 


made proved him to be the nephew of the 
man whose honse in the above-mentioned 
alleyway had been burgled on the 14th 
instant, and it was found that he left the 
house just previous to the burglary. It 
was vot at all unlikely that he was also 
comnected with the gang. 

‘An oceupant of the houso which was 
burgled in Hanbury Road gave evidence 
and identified one of the prisoners as the 
man who throatened him with a knifo 
similar to those produced. 

A woman who had been threatened and 
badly cut during one of the burglaries, 
said that the knives now produced were 
exactly like those carried by the 
burglars. 

A’Chinaman who was wounded in the 
Tiendong Road burglary also gave similar 
evidence. He was very badly ent about 
the hands, and had completely lost the 
use of to fingors. The burglars’ tools 
prodnced were left behind at his house by 
the burglars. . 

P. C. 428, whose hand had been almost 
severed by the man who attacked him, 
also gave evidence. He could not recog 
nise the man, but said that he was a 
Cantonese. 

The prisoners were examined at some 
length by the Magistrate, and some of 
the native witnesses were recalled. 

Inspector Bourke drew particular atten- 
tion to the fact that in all the burglarios 
the men were Cantonese, and the weapons 
carried by them were similar to those 
captured in tho raid. He asked that a 
heavy sentence should be passed, and that 
the prisoners be. deported to Canton, so 
that the Police could lay hands on them 
if they returned to the Settlement. 

The principal prisoner, who had, beon 
identified by two of the witnesses, was 

enced to 500 blows, 10 years im- 
prisonment, and to be deported. ‘Tho 
remainder were sentenced to 200 blows 
and 6 months’ imprisonment each, and 
to be deported. 


‘Thefts from the Wharves. 

‘Two unemployed natives were charged 
with stealing a portion of a weighing 
machine, valued at $3, from the China 
Merchants’ Central Wharf on the 20th 
of February; a portion of a weighing 
machine, of the same value, from the 
Pootung Wharf on the 18th instant ; two 
similar portions of weighing’ machines 
from the str. Paohua, lying at Jardine’s 
Wharf, on the 2nd instant ; and amongst 
other articles, a silver watch, valued at 
$10, from a shop in Tiendong Road, on 
the 13th instant. 

Mr. Rodgers identified one of the parts 
of a weighing machine as having been 
stolen from. the Pootung Wharf. “He 
said that the parts stolen represented 
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Detective-sergeant Gilfillan said that 
one of the prisoners took him ro 
to the place where the stolen goods 
were disposed of, and they were re- 
covered. The receiver had not yet been 
captured, as he had not returned to 
his store since wituess’s visit. The 
watch was stolen froma pawnshop in 
"Viendong Road, which the prisoners had 
visited ostensibly to purehase something. | 
When the store-man’s back was turned, | 
they snatched up the watch and dis: 
appeared. When the watch was found 
in their possession, they said they had 
purchased it at a certain storo in the 
Broadway, but the keeper of that store 
said that he had never had similar 
watches in stock. 

‘The prisoners wore sentenced to 300 
blows and 4 months’ imprisonment each.

hhis is the opinion of the New 
voning Post” as is shown by the 
Ws editorial, which has been copied 
by influential papens in all sections of tie 
country 

Hearst stands to-day, in fact, as the 
greatest temptation to the Democratic Party 
wo play the fool and break its neck again. 
Almost any other candidate prominently 
mentioned would have a chance of eledcion, 
and could ‘ve honour even in defeat; 
but, Hearst is enough to sink any causo and 
damn any party. Zt ig more than 
. Democrats, it is true, have 
e for wishing to prevent their 
party from being disgraced; but there 1s a 
large question of patriotism involved, us to 
ich Republicans also should show that 
they ate sensitive. The country cannot atford 
to have its insignia of honour trailed in the 
mnud of the market-place.

We have not yet reached the point where 
we can be indifferent. to the spectacle of an 
aspirant for our highest office being an 
Alcibiades without talent or courage or per- 
sonal charm, aiid with little but profligacy 
to entitle him to the name... . An 
agitator we cin endure; an honest radical 
We can respect; a fanatic we can tolerate ; 
but-a low voluptumy trying to sting his 
Jaded sonses to a fresh thrill by tuning 
irom private to public corruption, is a new 
horror in American politics. To sot the hee! 
of contempt upon it must be the impulse of 
all honest, men. 

Tho “ Evening Bulletin” of Philadelphia, 
asserts that the most zealous supporters of 
Mr. Hearst are to be found among the 
Democrats all over the country who acknow- 
ledge Mr. Bryan as their leader. The belief 
that Mr. Bryan himself is encouraging the 
movement is widespread. W quote as 
follows :— 3 

‘The Democratic candidate of 1896 and 1900 
has heretofore bad the credit of being an 
‘honest man with a sense of personal and 
private decency. However radical, foolish, 
or visionary his economic or political ideas 
have been, there has bean a disposition to 

















concede to him the merit of sincerity. His 
friends and apologists have contended that 
be was not a man to be bought or corrapted,

least deserves respect on this score. But even 
this remnant of Bryan's reputatios is now 
in danger in view of the of the

ascribed to him in connection with the can- 
didaey of Hearst. ‘There has seldom been an 
equally brazen attempt to push a man 
notoriously unfit for the Presidency as the 
fone which the agents of this rich demagogue 
are now carrying on in the midst of the 
domoralised condition of the Democratic 
party. Such a combination of boodle and 
gall would be ridiculous were it not for the 
fact that it has already influenced a good 
mauy mainchance Democrats here and there 
nd for the possibilities that it may cut a 
figure at the St. Louis Convention through 
the co-operation of Bryan in carrying out 
his policy of rule or ruin. The 16 to 1 
champion may be entitled to some respect 
us an Uonest fanatic in his stubbornness, 
but when he gets so low down as to hold 
commere with the promoters of the 
“Hearst boom,” ho sacrifices all claims to 
consideration or tolerance from anybody who 
has the slightest regard for even the elements 
of public decency. 

The same paper, referring to Jud; 
Parker's candidacy, asserts that the neareet 
approach to a regularly organised canvass 
which is going on in every quarter is the 
movement on his behali, which is under the 
special guidance and direction of David B. 
Hill. ‘The following is part of its leading 
article on the subject :— 

If Hill shall succeed in patching up a 
truce with Tammany, Parker will have’ the 
solid delegation from New York behind him 
and will at once become by far uke most 
formidable of the candidates whose names 
are now likely to go before the 3!. Louis 
convention. ‘Tammany up to this time has 
not shown ite hand, except in opposition to 
Hill's control of the delegation and is mm a 

ition by which it is entirely free to commit 
itself to Parker if a bargain can be struck 
with Hill in the management of State 
politics in New York. It is not improtihle, 
if Justice Parker shall be ultimately mide 
the beneficiary of such an arrangement, that 
the entire opposition in the Democratic 
party to the Bryan and Hearst programme 
will concentrate upon him. In the abrence 
of any candidates outeide of New York who 
have a hold on the general sentiment of the 
party, any candidate who has the New York 
delegation solidly behind him will loem up 
as the most important factor in the ome: 
tion. ‘The Parker boom at least has more 

mises of healthy possi in it than 
Iny other which’ now in sight in. the 
generally demoralised and drifting condition 
of the Democracy throughout the country. 

The “Chicago Chronicle” does not believe 
in the possibility of Judge Parker becoming 
President, and pertinently asks: “What is 
the use of nominating a man who cannot 
be elected?” The “Chronicle” makes the 
following disparaging remarks anent his 
candidature :— 

Aside from Mr. Cleveland the man mos. 
frequently spoken of as a possible Democratic 
candidate for the Presi this year is 
Judge Parker of New York. In view of the 
fact that the jndge aspires to a high office

some statement as to his opinions should 
be made at an early date. ‘The fact’ that 
none ‘has been made as yet, although his 
candidacy has been in progress for a year 
or more probably indicates that none ‘will 
be forthcoming. While Judge Parker has 
been on the New York bench for some yours, 
his position on the important questions of the 
day has never been so much as hinted at 
by anyone authorised to speak for him. ‘The 
most that hos been said of him is that he 
has regularly voted the Democratic ticket, 
which, under: the circumstance, is no te: 
commendation at all. Many a man has voted 
the Democratic ticket regularly who is betwer’ 
fitted for the asylum than he is for “he 
executive mansion at Washington. If Judge 
Parker expects to find his views on pubic 
questions in a hastily and trickily drawn 
platform at St. Louis he is hardly of 
presidential stature. If he has views and 
for any reason ig reluctant to express them 
he is not of presidential stature. ‘This is a 
time for men of high purpose and strony 
convictions. ‘The voters who will elect the 
next President will nob be decsived by 
trimming and dodging, no matter how cleverly 
it may be done. 

‘The same paper in ite article on “Mr 
Roosevelt az a Candidate” asserts that the 
idea prevalent in some Democratic circles 
that he is not going to be a very formidable 
candidate has no foundation in fact. We 
take the following reference to the question 
from its columns :— 

Mr, Roosevelt has positive strength and 
negative strength as well. He will Pol tte 
regular straight-out vote of his party beyon 
‘a question, ‘The attitude of Independents 
and of Democrats who have not supported 
the Chicago and Kansas City platforms and 
candidates will depend altogether upon what 
is done at St. Louis in July. ‘There is no 
Uisposition in any well-informed quarter to 
‘question Mr, Roosevelt's honesty or patriotism 
or ability or force. He has shown that he 
is the possessor of all these, Such criticism 
as has been passed upon him has been due 
in the main to temperamental traits which 
would not be considered by most independent 
voters if his antagonist were « fanatic or a 
crank or a demagogue. Mr. Roosevel 
Positive strength lies in the fact that he is 
enthusiastically admired by the rank, and 
file of his party, while among the vider 
leaders everything in the nature of active 
hositility has died out. His negative strength 
is due to the fuct that if populistic ideus axe 
to control at St. Louis it will be very easy 
for independents to ignore such objections 
to him as they may have entertained and to 
support him not perhaps us their ideal but 
as immeasurably preferuble to any reaction 
ary who might be presented. ‘There is only 
one way in which Mr. Roosevelt can be 
given even an imitation of a fight this year, 
and that is by a Democratic nomination 
which will appeal to the conservative elements 
of the country. With a Bryan or any yellow 
pupil of a Bryan running against him he 
Will be elected by a majority bigger than 
Mr. McKinley received in either of his cam- 
paigns.

Russia,” is taken from the 
Bulletin” of Philadelphia :— 


An interesting development promises to 
be witnessed in the movement of a large 
nunber of Russian subjects to the United 
States for the purpose of escuping enforced 
service in the Czat’s army. More than a 
thousand of these” refugees arrived at New 
York on a single steumship the other day ; 
while twenty-five hundred more are reporved 
to be due within a week. It is eid wnat 
all the steerage accommodations in steam- 
ships running from Hamburg to the United 
States have bean engaged for two months in 
advance, and the prediction is made that not 
fewer than filty thousand Russians, largely 
of Hebrew or Polish descent, may be looked 
for at our chief ports of entry in the com- 
paratively near future. ‘This prophecy may 
be exaggerated. But there seems to be no 
doubt that a sudden exodus of considerable 
proportions has begun. The St. Petersburg 
Government will, naturally, do all in its 
power to check this departure by wholesale ; 
‘but there are ways known to the initiated 
by which its frontier guards can be evaded 
or persuaded to turn their attention in 
another direction while the voluntary exiles 
slip over the border. During the last fiscal 
year immigrants from the great Northern 
Empire ranked third in point of numbers, 
‘amounting to 136,000 ; while Austria-fi 
sent over 206,000, and Italy headed the list 
with an amy of 230,000. Tho Italian 
authorities, it is well known, are making 
‘vigorous efforts to lessen their loss of sturdy 
human material in this manner. The 
statistics for the current year will show how 
far they have succeded." It may be found, 
when the tables for the twelve months end- 
ing 30th June, 1904, are published, that the 
newcomers from Russia will outnumber those 
from any other country. In any case, it 
seoms certain that the present movement will 
have a marked effect on the immigration 
totals.

A Sr, Perersnurc correspondent, says 
the “L. & C. Express,” furnishes somo 
interesting particulars concerning the 
Russian naval programme :—The ship- 
building yards at St. Petersburg aro 
completing the construction of a number 
of war vessels. Tho Franco-Russian 
yards are building the Orel, 18,730 tons, 
with a speed of 18 knots. She will have 
an armament of 64 quick-firing guns of 
various calibres and six torpedo tubes, 
She will carry a crew of 740 men. The 
Borodino, of the same type, is also under 
construction. In the shipbuilding yards 
at the port of St. Petersburg the finish- 
ing touches are being given to the 
transport Kamtchaska, of 7,300 tons 
and 12 knots’ speod. ‘The Baltic yards 
will shortly deliver. the battleships 





Kniaz-Suvaroff and Slava, both of the 
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samo type as the Orel. The battleship 
Imperator Alexander III will be launch- 
ed at Kronstadt in the spring. The great 
battleships Paul I, 17,200 tons, and 
Andrei Pervozvanny, will be ready at the 
same time. These vessols will have a 
speed of 17 knots, and will each carry 
54 quick-firg guns and four torpedo 
tubes, with a crew of 800 men. As soon 
as the ice on the Neva melts the second- 
class cruisers Zhemtchug and Isumrud 
will be launched from the Neva yards. 
Both will bo of the Novik type, and will 
bbe of 3,100 tons, with six torpedo tubes 
and 14 quick-firing guns. They will each 
carry a crew of 275 men, and will have a 
speed of 23 knots : 








‘Tax following naval notes are from the 
“L, & O. Express” 

‘The armoured cruiser Argyll, one of the 
improved “County” class, has been Iaun- 
ched at Greenock. She has a displacement 
of 10,700 tons, and has been built to at- 
tain a speed of 22 1-4 knots. Her armam- 
ent will consist of four 7°5 in. guns, six 6 
in, guns, two 12-pounders, and twenty- 
three 3-pounder quick-firers, two Maxims, 
and two 12 in, submerged torpedo tubes. 

‘The first-class armoured cruiser Lan- 
castor, which attained a speed of 24 knots 
per hour at her official steam trials, has 
arrived at Sheerness on delivery from the 
works of Sir W. G. Armstrong, Whitworth 
&Co., of Newcastle-on-Tyne. The Lan- 
caster is completed in every respect for 
commission, and is to hoist the pennant 
shortly for service in the Home Fleet. 
Her keel plate was laid on March 4 1901, 
so that she has been exactly three years 
building and fitting out for sea, and has 
coast £755,000. She belongs’ to the 
Monmouth type of “County” cruiser 
and is equippod with fourteen 6 in. breech. 
loading guns and 13. smaller quickfiring 
guns. Her engines are of 22,000 hp, 
and are supplied with steam from Belle- 
ville boilers. 

Whon the French cruiser D'Assas, after 
calling at Algiers on her way to the Far 
Enst, was leaving the harbour on the 8th 
March, a tube in one of her boilers burst, 
severely injuring four men. ‘The D’ 
was compelled to return to her mori 
and having repaired the damage left again 
on the 9th, convoying four torpedo-boat 
destroyers.

“Bxomveerme” says that, had it not 
been for these few “ fire-resisting” build- 
ings erected in accordance with modern 
principles, the conflagration at Baltimore 
would have been far more extensive than 
it actually was. The entire destruction of 
the city was averted by the coincidence 
of some of these modern buildings being 
80 placed as to serve as an effective “fire- 
stop.” The Baltimore conflagration has 
proved, in a manner otherwise quite 
impossible to obtain, the high efficiency 
of the methods of construction we 
(“Engineering”) Have so strongly advocat- 
ed for many years past—viz., the con- 
struction in “steel framing, carefully 
protected by non-combustible material at 
least 2-in. thick, with floors of non- 
combustible material at least 6-in. thick, 
no portion of the steelwork, whether 
vertical or horizontal, to be unprotected. 
Modern construction as applied to the 
modern American building had, however, 
caused the public to lose sight of the 
dangers of the existing older buildings 
which, it is true, whilst not showing somo 
of the bad features of modern con- 
struction, have the far greator disadvant- 
age of ‘containing a vast amount of 
highly-inflammable material in the form 
of lumber construction, weather-boarding, 
or matchboard partitioning. Baltimore 
is laid out in rectangular blocks, as wo 
are genorally led to expect in an Ameri- 
can city, but the old buildings and new 
stand side by side, and even the wood wea- 
ther-boarded “store” could be seen stand- 
ing noxt to some more monumental struc- 
ture. The majority of the buildings 

naturally of the ordinary commercii 
shop and warehouso class, as known in 
London during the seventies and eighties, 
with the differenco that party wall and 
roof regulations were apparently non- 
existont at the time of their erection, and 
that old colonial wooden buildings were 
allowed to abut on the more modern 
structures without due soparation. The 
result was that the old wooden building 
and the ordinary building together com- 
bined to make one gigantic bonfire, which 
nothing could stop, excepting a structural 
fire-stop or a waterway. Fortunately, 
the structural fire-stop was available in 
‘a group of modern “ fire-resisting ” build- 
ings of the sky-scraper type. To repeat, 























. | up-to-date “fire-resisting ” building con- 


struction proved itself a success, and not, 
‘as our daily contemporaries would have 
it, a failure. Nevertheless, they had their 
windows and doors, finishings, and con- 
tents burnt out, and their exterior orna- 
mentation damaged and skylights broken. 
‘Their structure, however, stands to-day 
‘as sound as it stood before the fire to the 
extent of, say, 95 per cont out of 100, 
and defects only showed themselves in 
one or two places where there had been 
some flaw in design or execution. Tho 
so-called “fireproof” buildings that 
collapsed were, adds “ Engineering,” of 
the class that we have for years pointed 
out to be constructional monstrosities, 
and did not embody up-to-date methods. 
The radical defect was in such case the 
Ick of suitable protection to the iron- 
work ; but we are glad to say that, in the 
same way as the lesson is now being 
learnt in the metropolis, it had alroady 
beon very largely acted upon throughout 
Americ.

Disturbance in St. Paul's 
Cathedral. 

“Like father like son” is evidently 
to prove a true proverb in the caso of the 
Kensit family. It was generally hoped 
that when the late Mr. Kensit died, the 
war which he waged against ritualistic 
practices would cease; such however, is 
evidently not to be the caso, possibly the 
son considers that his father died a 
martyr’s death. It will be remembered 
that although his death was said to be 
caused by pneumonia he was first taken 
to the Liverpool hospital, where he died, 
suffering from a severe cut on the head 

used by ‘@ stone which was thrown at 
him as he was returning home from a 
religious meeting. In any caso Mr. 
Kensit junior clearly means to 
continue the campaign his father 
inaugurated, if necessary to the ox- 
tent of going to prison for the cause. 
On Sunday week he commenced his self- 
imposed role by offering an objection to 
‘a candidate whom the Bishop of London 
was ordaining in St. Paul's Cathedral. 
The protest was against four candidates 
who were to have been ordained, though 
as a matter of fact only one was present. 
It was written out and the Bishop 
decided that . the interruption must 
therefore have been premeditated ; 
he therefore ruled it’ out of order and 
ordered Mr. Kensit’s removal. Sub- 
sequently he was summoned for having 
unlawfully disturbed the Bishop in the 
celebration of the rite of ordination and 
find £5, with'the alternative of one di 
imprisonment. Aguinat this he has 
pealed, affirming that he created no dis- 
turbance and was quite at liberty to 
object to the candidate if he saw reason 
to do so. The case is considered an 
interesting one from a legal point of 
view, more especially as it was clearly 
proved that no disturbance was occa- 
sioned and that the protester withdrew 
directly he had stated his cause for ob- 
jection. The appeal was granted and 
the caso will be argued shortly, probably 
in the Court of Appeal. 


“Truth” in Court Again. 

In snother case which has excited a 
good deal of notice during the past ton 
days the plaintiff was a Syrian ear doc- 
tor. He seems by some means to have 
inourred the dislike of Mr. Henry Labou- 
chere, M.P., the well-known proprietor 
of “Truth,” as the libel case which has just 
resulted in a verdict with £1,000 damages 
seems to savour more of porsonal 
animosity than anything more serious. 
Dr. Dakhyl, an M.D. of Paris, practises 
as an ear specialist 
to have met with well-deserved success in 
the trestment of his patients. In a late 
issue of “Truth” there was 8 paragraph 
to the effect that sundry inquiries had 
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reached the paper respecting Dr. Dakhyl, 
who described himself as a specialist for 
the treatment of deafness, ear, nose, and 
throat diseases. “Possibly this gentle- 
man may possess all the talents which his 
alleged foreign degrees denote, but of 
course he is not a qualified medical 
practitioner, and he happens to be tho 
late ‘physician’ to the notorious Drouet 
Institute for the deaf. In other words he 
is a quack of tho rankest species.” 
I should imagine that in addition to Dr. 
Dakhyl all other Paris M.D's now 
practising in England, and- elsewhere, 
must feel just a little sore at the implied 
slight cast on their degree, though of 
course it is well-known that London and 
Edinburgh men think themselves superior 
.to “a foreigner;” still in the present 
instance, as the Lord Chief Justice point- 
ed out in his summing up, for twenty 
months this Syrian gentloman has 
practised in Kensington without even one 
single case of incompetence or bad treat- 
mont being alleged against him and 
numerous witnesses testified to his skill in 
individual cases.

‘The. “Nichi Nichi” contains a graphic 
account of the fight at Chongju on the 
28th March. According to this two 
Japanese parties of cavalry each about 
ten strong were sent forward towards 
Chongju and were there surprised and 
attacked by a much larger force of 
Russians, who were further reinforced by 
Cossacks coming from Kwak-san. An 
orderly dispatched for help brought 
the main body of Japanese cavalry galop- 
ping up as quickly as they could come, 
and the scouts fell back on them. The 
Russians were still in much superior for 
and sent a detachment to cut off their 
onemy’s retreat. Had they succeeded 
in so doing the Japanese cavalry would 
have been in a helpless condition. But 
the firing had already been heard by their 
infantry threo miles away, and throwing 
off their knapsacks tho footsoldiere ran 
some threo miles and occupied the high 
ground to tho east and south-cast 
of Chongju. Thereupon the Russians 
retired. During the fighting the Japanese 
lost four officers and two men killed and 
several wounded. One man who had 
beon sent on reconnaissance had a very 
narrow escape, He, was. writing is 
report when bullet destroyed the 
aper and hit his sword guard but left 
im unscratched. :

AMERICAN RAIL- 
“ROAD ENTERPRIS! 
H IN CHINA. 








| In a monograph just issued by thé’ 
j Bureaa of Statistics of the Dey ent 
| of Commerce and Labour, under'the title 
|of “Commercial China in 1904,” there 
| occurs a statement in regard to American 
i railway concessions which, in the light of 
| recent events, requires radical modifica 
tion. Referring tc the line which is to 
connect Canton, the great commercial 
centre of Southern China, with Hankow, 
the great emporium of the central portion 
of the empire, the statement is made that 
this concession was granted to American 
leapitalists in April, 1898, under an’ 
agreement executed, ‘after due imperial 
sanction, by the Chineso Minister at 
Washington. The line is described as 
about six hundred miles in length’ 
passing through arich and important 
agricultural section having a population 
equal to that of the United States and 
at its centre tapping an important coal 
and iron area. At Hankow this proposed 








Belgian line “coming southward from 
Peking, thus placing in direct communica- 
tion the northern capital with the great 
southern seaport of Canton, and, ultimat 
ly, by means of a projected British lino, 
with Hongkong. The statement is added 
that ten miles of this line, from Canton 
westward, was opened in November, 
1903, and that twenty miles additional 
practically ready for business. Tho 
portant qualification should have been 
made that the line has ceased to be 
American, having passed into the hands 
of the same Belgian syndicate which is 
constructing the railroad from Peking to 
Hankow. iff Wi

‘The Department 
of State at Washington has kept itself 
thoroughly conversant with the changing 
phases of tho South China Railroad enter- 
Prise, and has been perfectly aware that 
the capital of the company charged with 
its execution has been drawn from other 
than American investors. It is said that 
the original concession contains a reserva- 
tion that, in the event of the American 
company failing to carry out the work, it 
would revert to the Belgian syndicate 
controlling what is known as the Luhan, 
fankow Railroad.
